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U.N. arms embargo against S. \frica

UNITED NATIONS (U PI) - The 
United Nations Friday imposed a glob­ 
al arms embargo against South Africa 
— the first time a U.N. member has 
been so punished. U.S. Ambassador 
Andrew Young called it a “ stigma” 
that he hoped would goad Pretoria 
into ending its apartheid potciies. 
The Security Council unanimously 
approved, 15*0, a resolution ordering 
the 148 other U.N. members to stop 
immediately the supplying of military 
and police equipment, ammunition, 
spare parts and nuclear weapons 
technology to South Africa. 


The resolution also called arms 
sales to South Africa “ a threat to the 
maintenance of international peace 
and secutity.” 
THE UNP REC EN DENTE D order 
was the world body’s response to the 
latest crackdown by South Africa's 
white minority government against 
black leaders, other dissidents and the 
nation's leading newspapers following 
a controvesy over the death in prison 
of black spokesman Steve Biko. 
It marked the first time in its 32- 
year history — through 2,046 meetings 
of the Security Council — that the 
United Nations had imposed mandato­ 


ry sanctions against a member. Rho­ 
desia is under an even tougher em­ 
bargo, but it has never belonged to 
the United Nations. 


U.N. Sec. Gen. Hurt Waldheim 
called it “ clearly a historic occasion.” 
Young said. "We look forward to 
the day when progress in South Africa 
will make it possible for this council 
to remove the stigma which this reso­ 
lution places on South Africa.” 


“ IT IS OUR fervent hope,” Young 
said, “ that the government of South 
Africa will begin to talk and listen to

there to load vans, stetion wagons, 
U-Haul trucks and trailers with the 
light-colored, cardboard boxes, neigh­ 
bors say. And on Saturday nights, 
they watch the men return to unload 
boxes in the two-car garage. 
FOR A YEAR md a half, Arlington 
Heights officials have been aware of 
the operation, but not until recently 
have they been able to gather the nec­ 
essary evidence to prosecute law ­ 
rence Rice. 1128 S. Fernandez Ave., 
for allegedly operating a business out 
of his home. 
The company is chilled Novelty Dis­ 
tributing Co., according to mailing la­ 
bels that neighbors have picked up 
from their lawns and turned over to 
village officials. 
Those mailing labels, photographs 
and the testimony of a villr«ge trustee 
who lives in the area will be used by 
the village later this month when Rice 
appears in court on charges of illegal­ 
ly operating a business in an area 
zoned for single-tin ily housing. 
Rice s company deals in the dis­ 
tribution of novelties sold at sporting 
events, such as knit caps and pen­ 
nants, village officials said. 
Neighbors may be subpoenaed to 
testify against Rice, but for now they 


refuse because they h£ive been in­ 
timidated by Rive, Village Prosecutor 
Ernest Blomquist said. 
RICE'S NEIGHBORS, who insisted 
they not be named for fear of repris­ 
als, had several complaints about the 
Novelty Distributing Co. operating in 
their neighborhood. 
“ It’s the noise, at all hours of the 
night. And they alwrys have the side­ 
walk blocked so you have to walk out 
in the street,” one neighbor said. 
Rice has from six to IO "employes,” 
and deliveries are made two or three 
times a week, another neighbor said. 
“ The thing that is most aggravating 
is the noise they make during the 
night. Theres a lot of cursing and 
swearing. And the debris. They put 
out eight or IO big boxes every Mon­ 
day morning and the stuff blows all 
over. It also is terribly unsightly when 
they have the garage door open,” an­ 
other neighbor said. 
THE VILLAGE’S ticket was issued 
to Rice Oct. 12 after the mailing to­ 
lyls were given to village building in­ 
spectors. 
“ Until then we really couldn’t put a 
case together. And even then the 
neighbors said they didn’t want to tes-

Senate votes 
raise in Social 
Security taxes 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Senate 
voted Friday to raise Social Security 
taxes for IOO million American work­ 
ers, to raise them even more for em­ 
ployers and to make it more feasible 
for many senior citizens to earn 
wages to supplement their pensions. 
After three days of debate, the Sen­ 
ate passed a bill designed to put So­ 
cial Security on a sound financial 
basis for the next 75 years. Approval 
was voted, 42 to 25, in a late Friday 
night session. 
House-Senate negotiators now will 
try to reconcile it with a much differ­ 
ent version passed by the House. 
The Senate bill breaks with a 40- 
year-tradition, followed by the House, 
under which employers and workers 
have been taxed equally to pay for 
Social Security. 
UNDER THE SENATE’S plan, while 
the maximum tax a highly paid em­ 
ploye can be called on to pay would 
more than double in IO years, the 
maximum levy on an employer would 
increase more than five-fold. 
The Carter administration backed 
the Senate’s plan to tax employers 
more, arguging that this would mean 
workers’ taxes would not have to rise 
quite so much. 
To preserve that plan, Vice Presi­ 
dent Mondale was called in, for the 
ercise his constitutional role to break 
first time since taking office, to ex- 
a Senate tie. 


WITH HIS VOTE, the Senate killed 
42-41 a substitute financing plan pro­ 
posed by Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., 
which would have taxed employers 
and employes equally. That would 
have added $177 to the average work­ 
er’s tax in 1977. A somewhat similar 
Curtis proposal was rejected by the 
Senate Thursday. 
Retirees aged 65 to 72 now can earn 
only $3,000 in wages free and clear. 
Above that they lose $1 of their Social 


Security pensions for each $2 they 
earn until their entire pension is eaten 
up. This “ earnings limit” doesn’t ap­ 
ply to persons 72 and older. 
Adopting 59 to 28 a proposal by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, the Senate 
voted to remove the earnings limit en­ 
tirely, begining in 1982, for persons 70 
and older. 


KOK PERSONS 65 through 69, the 
limit would rise to $4,500 next year 
and $6,000 in 1979, after which it 
would rise with inflation. 
But the Senate voted to remove the 
earnings limit entirely next year for 
blind 
persons 
receiving 
disability 
benefits. 
Sen. Barry Coldwater, R-Ariz., un­ 
successfully urged the Senate to adopt 
the House formula for removing the 
earnings limit on persons 65 and over. 
He called the limit “ an outrageous 
discrimination” against persons who 
have paid their money into Social Se­ 
curity and now are entitled to the 
benefits. There is no limit on income 
earned from investments. 


OTHERS ARGUED that repeal of 
the limit would primarily benefit the 
wealthy, since $100,000-a-year doctors, 
lawyers and financiers could work 
past 65 and still collect full Social Se­ 
curity benefits. They said $10,000- 
a-year workers would be paying for 
these benefits. 
The Senate also voted: 
• To give state and local govern­ 
ments and nonprofit organizations 
such as colleges, foundations and the 
Boy Scouts, begining in 1979, a IO per 
cent cut in Social Security taxes they 
otherwise would pay as employers un­ 
der the bill. 
• To give families an income tax 
credit of $250 in 1978 for each child in 
college. The credit would be given as 
a grant to those not earning enough to 
pay taxes.

In South Africa, both government 
and opposition spokesmen condemned 
the decision. Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Roelof Botha called it hypocritic­ 
al and “ an incitement to violence” 
that would stiffen the country’s re­ 
solve. An official of the New Republic 
Party said it was “ an empty ges­ 
ture.” 
The embargo is mandatory, which 
means all 148 other U.N. members 
are obliged under the U.N. Charter to 
abide by it. There are no formal pe­ 
nalties for violations, although offend­ 


ing nations themselves could be sub­ 
ject to sanctions. 
But some diplomats and other ex­ 
perts doubted the arms sanction 
would have much effect. South Africa 
already produces 60 per cent — some 
estimates put it at 75 per cent — of its 
armament needs, and military ex­ 
perts say it could eventually become 
self-sufficient in weaponry. 


Israel and France are two of the 
major foreign arms suppliers to Pre­ 
toria. In Jerusalem, the Israeli gov­ 
ernment said after the vote it would 
study the resolution and its implica­ 


tions and “ will draw its conclusions 
like any other country.” 
FRANCE’S AMBASSADOR to the 
United 
Nations, Jacques Leprette, 
said flatly, “ France already has de­ 
cided on a mandatory arms embargo’’ 
and would take “ all necessary steps” 
to make sure it is enforced. 
South Africa is far and away the 
strongest nation military in the vast 
stretch of Africa south of the Sahara. 
Its total armed forces — including po­ 
lice, citizens forces and reserves — 
stand at 368,000, 350,000 of them white. 
Its navy has 30 major vessels and its 
air force more than 500 planes. 


Picasso’s Bather to take 
controversy to new locale

The old girl is moving down the 
block. 
After two years of endearing herself 
to admirers and infuriating critics, 
The Bather, Picasso’s 28-foot tall con­ 
crete nude, will be moved today from 
a reflecting pool at the Gould Center 
in Rolling Meadows to a clump of 
trees 800 feet away. 
And 
the 
controversy 
that 
sur­ 
rounded the 50-ton statue when it was 
first erected by Norwegian artist Carl 
Nesjar is sure to move with her. 
Officials of the electronics and au­ 
tomotive parts firm near 111. Rte. 53 
and the Northwest Tollway insist 
transplanting 
the 
suburbs’ 
major 
piece of artwork from the center 
courtyard of the $30 million complex 


is not a scheme to quell complaints 
about the old girl. 
“ THIS IS NOT at all to make it less 
conspicuous,” said Joanne Stratton, 
Gould public relations manager, “ but 
merely is part of our expansion plan.” 
A 10-story building identical to the 
one in front of which The Bather has 
sat, will be built within about a year 
next to the statue’s new home, she 
said. 
The location will make the artwork 
more visible ot motorists traveling 
the Northwest Tollway and less evi­ 
dent to workers in Gould’s other three 
buildings, some of whom adamantly 
opposed the stark, white statue two 
years ago. 
The Bather, designed by Picasso in 
1962, was the last sculpture approved 


by the Spanish artist before his death 
in 1973. 
GOULD EXECUTIVES fought to 
have tile work, originally destined for 
the Louisiana Museum in Copenha­ 
gen, Denmcck, erected in Rolling 
Meadows. 
Sculptor Nesjar spent three months 
working with black aggregate granite 
poured into wooden forms and en­ 
cased in concrete. Then he chiseled 
the woman’s features with a sand 
blaster. 
Gould officials spent months justify­ 
ing the purchase, whose price w « 
never revealed, and now are answer­ 
ing accusations that they made a mis­ 
take and are trying to hide it.

Palestinian 
group denies 
hijack role

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI, — The 
radical Popular Front for the Liber­ 
ation of Palestine Friday disavowed 
airplane hijackings and said it had 
expelled a co-founder and key leader 
for continuing to mastermind such 
terrorist takeovers. 


Bassam Abu Sherif, official spokes­ 
man for the Popular Front, said in an 
interview with UPI the Popular Front 
hijacked aircraft from 1969-71 to draw 
attention to the Palestinian problem. 


But, he said, the group discontinued 
such actions in 1972 because “the 
negative aspects of such operations 
came to outweigh the positive as­ 
pects.” 


ABU SHERIF disavowed the hijack­ 
ing last month of a Lufthansa jet, say­ 
ing it was done by ex-Popular Front 
members expelled from the organiza­ 
tion last year because they “insisted 
on continuing to practice their con­ 
victions.” 


He said Dr. Wadie Haddad, a co­ 
founder of the group and its reputed 
hijack mastermind, was among those 
expelled. Haddad’s name has been 
linked in numerous press reports to 
the Lufthansa hijacking. 


“Previously, 
we 
had 
aimed 
to 
achieve certain targets, mainly to 
shake world public opinion to realize 
that there is a Palestinian problem, to 
understand the Palestinian problem,” 
he said. 
“After achieving this aim, we de­ 


cided to stop this tactical military 
line.” 


The Popular Front is the leading 
“rejection front” guerrilla organiza­ 
tion, one of the hardline groups that 
opposes any negotiated settlement to 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. 


IT WITHDREW from the Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
executive 
committee and central council policy­ 
making bodies in September 1974 be­ 
cause it rejected PLO policies it be­ 
lieved indirectly recognized the exis­ 
tence of Israel. 


Abu Sherif criticized suggestions the 
PLO form a govemment-in-exile. “We 
know that a certain project for a 
government-in-exile 
has 
been 
pre­ 
pared.” he said. “This step could be 
used by reactionaries and rightist 
forces to push the PLO into negotia­ 
tions at the Geneva conference.” 


His comments came amid a spate 
of recent Arab news reports that a 
Palestinian government-in-exile was 
imminent. 


Abu Sherif also said the Popular 
Front would not comply with a report­ 
ed Israeli demand that all Palestinian 
guerrillas pull back from the border 
in south Lebanon to positions north of 
the Litani River. 


Such a move, he said, “would mean 
an indirect cease-fire with Israel and 
abiding by Israeli conditions. We will 
fight against this and we will not ac­ 
cept any conditions that try to stop 
us.” 


Meter fix trial may be next month 


Two suspected electric meter tam­ 
perers, indicted earlier this year by 
Cook County State’s Atty. Bernard 
Carey, are expected to be tried next 
month for theft of electricity from 
several Chicago area businesses, in­ 
cluding three located in Wheeling. 


Ralph Navarro and Tony Grande, 
both of Norridge, are charged with 
tampering with Commonwealth Edi­ 
son Co. electric meters at Paragon 
Pools, 300 E. Industrial Dr., Pool Hall 
Limited, 335 S. Milwaukee Ave., and 
the Wheeling Car Wash, 400 N. Mil­ 
waukee Ave., all in Wheeling. Asst. 
State’s Atty. Brian Telander said the 
last in a series of pre-trial hearings is 
scheduled later this month. The trial 
date is expected to be set then. 


THE TWO ARE among five men, in­ 
cluding a Chicago policeman, indicted 
last March by a Cook County Grand 


Jury in a meter tampering scheme 
that has bilked Commonwealth Edison 
out of an estimated $20 million since 
1974. The tampering ploy allegedly is 
linked to the Chicago crime syndicate. 
“The individuals belong to various 
gangs that are in some way connected 
with organized crime,” Carey said 
when announcing the indictments last 
spring. 


The Wheeling firms are among sev­ 
en in the Northwest suburbs that were 
granted immunity from prosecution 
for assisting in the grand jury in­ 
vestigation leading to the indictments. 
Four McDonald’s restaurants — two 
in Arlington Heights, one in Schaum­ 
burg and one in Rolling Meadows — 
also were granted immunity for coop­ 
erating in the meter tampering probe. 


REPORTS OF THE widespread me­ 
ter tampering scheme first appeared 


in The Daily Herald in August 1976. 
More than 4,000 Edison electric me­ 
ters in the Chicago metropolitan area 
have been tampered with, Telander 
said. In some cases, meters have 
been adjusted to reduce the readings 
by, up to 40 per cent a month. 
Hubert H. Noxon, a vice president 
for Edison said meter tampering 
dates back to the Great Depression 
but the utility did not discover any 
marked losses until recently. Nexon 
said Edison within the last 14 months 
has recovered about $2.1 million from 
businesses whose meters allegedly 
had been tampered with. The North­ 
west suburban firms re-paid the utili­ 
ty nearly $4,000 between them when 
they agreed to participat in the in­ 
vestigation. 
MEANWHILE, AN ongoing probe 
into meter tampering conducted by 
the U.S. Attorney’s office has not yet 


led to any indictments. Telander said 
the state’s attorney’s office will con­ 
tinue investigating the matter in the 
Northwest suburbs as well as other 
areas of metropolitan Chicago. 
“We’re now' looking into the con­ 
sumers, the large firms like car deal­ 
erships, restaurants, hair dressers, a 
clothing store,” Telander said. “Those 
who had their meters done. They’re 
all over.” 
Telander said 
two 
investigators 
from the Chicago Police Dept, have 
been placed on special assignment 
working exclusively on the tampering 
scheme. Area 6 Investigators John 
Schmidt and Ernie Ursitti, who also 
are deputy sheriffs with jurisdiction 
throughout Cook County, have joined 
Commonwealth Edison and the state’s 
attorney’s office in attempting to 
crack the apparent meter tampering 
ring. 


Carter to tell derision 
on world trip next wee! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter will announce early next week 
whether he will postpone the nine-na­ 
tion trip he had planned this month, 
the White House said Friday. It ap­ 
peared likely the trip would be de­ 
layed. 
There was no official word from the 
White House on whether the president 
had decided to postpone the 12-day 
trip because of his promise to remain 
in Washington until Congress com- 
letes work on a comprehensive energy 
program. 
But his wife, Rosalynn, said she ex­ 
pects a delay in the trip, which is 
scheduled to start Nov. 22. 
“THE ENERGY bill is just too im­ 
portant to Jimmy to have him go 
away,” Mrs. Carter told UPI reporter 
Laurence McQuillan on a flight from 
New Orleans to Washington. 
“He 
won’t even go to Plains when Con­ 
gress is in session. So I don’t see how 
he’ll go on this trip.” 
Carter met with top aides during 
the day and spoke to some members 
of Congress in trying to reach a deci­ 
sion. 


“We did meet to discuss the trip,” 
press secretary Jody Powell said. 
“For a variety of reasons that process 
is not completed.” 
Powell said a decision will be an­ 
nounced early next week. There were 
indications Carter had made his deci­ 
sion but needed a few days to notify 
the governments he had planned to 
visit. 


POWELL SAID Carter has “not 
changed his priorities,” meaning his 
determination to remain in Washing­ 
ton until a compromise is reached on 
energy legislation. 
So far congressional leaders have 
said Carter won’t have an energy bill 
on his desk before the second week in 
December. 


If the trip is postponed, adminis­ 
tration officials said, there will be an 
attempt to reschedule it in line with 
the original plan, with stops in Brazil, 
Venezuela, Nigeria, Saudi Arabia, In­ 
dia, 
Iran, 
Poland, 
Belgium 
and 
France. 
They stressed that the trip won’t be 
canceled. 


Cease-fire oil abortion fund fight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
and Senate Friday declared a three- 
week 
cease-fire 
in 
their 
angry, 
months-long battle over federal fi­ 
nancing of abortions for the poor. 
With some senators fighting the 
move down to the wire, the two 
houses agreed on a resolution to con­ 
tinue financing for the departments of 
Labor and Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare through the end of November. 
This will leave, in effect, the cur­ 
rent law under which federal money 
can be used for an abortion only if it 
is needed. 


But Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass., 
author of the resolution compromise, 
walked over to the House and reached 
an agreement. 
Schweiker said by sending back to 
the House the same language it re­ 
jected less than 24 hours earlier, 
“you’re slapping a fish in their face 
right off. We haven’t gotten com­ 
pletely polarized (on abortion) but 
we’re very close. 
“There would be a lot better chance 
to resolve the issue if we don’t throw 
the dead skunk in their arena and just 
walk away.”

Helms pays 
fine, leaves free man 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former 
CIA Director Richard Helms got a 
suspended two year prison term and 
paid a $2,000 fine Friday for testifying 
untruthfully to Congress. He left court 
a free man, saying, “I don’t feel dis­ 
graced at all.” 
“He can wear this conviction like a 
badge of honor,” defense attorney Ed­ 
ward Bennett Williams said. 


But U.S. District Judge Barrington 
Parker told Helms he had brought 
“disgrace and shame” upon himself 
for putting his CIA secrecy oath 
above the obligation to testify truth­ 
fully as a congressional witness. 


PARKER LECTURED the dapper, 
sophisticated career spy on the ethics 
of government service and concluded 
with a warning that suggested other

federal officials might not get off so 
lightly in the future.” 


“From this day forward,” Parker 
said, “let there be no doubt: No one, 
whatever his position in or out of gov­ 


ernment, is above the law or is re­ 
lieved from complying with it.” 
Besides the suspended prison sen­ 
tence and the fine, Parker ordered 
Helms, the first U.S. intelligence chief 
ever convicted for line-of-duty crimes, 
to be placed on one year’s unsuper­ 
vised probation. 
Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell called the 
sentence “just,” and a presidential 
spokesman said the White House con­ 
siders it proof that “no one is above 
the law.” 
Parker’s 
action followed 
impas­ 
sioned leniency pleas from both the 
defense and prosecuting Justice Dept, 
attorneys, who arranged the pleabar- 
gained agreement under which Helms 
pleaded “no contest” to two mis­ 
demeanor charges of failing to testify 
“fully, completely and accurately” 


about covert CIA meddling in Chilean 
politics. 
GOVERNMENT 
spokesmen 
said 
the main objective in substituting 
those charges for felony perjury accu­ 
sations was to avoid a trial in which 
national security secrets might be dis­ 
closed. 
The charges specified that Helms, 
in two 1973 appearances before the 
Senate Foreign Relations commitee, 
untruthfully denied the CIA had made 
any covert attempt to block the elec­ 
tion of Marxist Salvador Allende as 
Chile’s president in 1970. 
Senate Intelligence investigators lat­ 
er disclosed that the agency, under 
Helms directorship, had backed an in­ 
tensive anti-Allende effort and had 
funneled $8 million to Allende’s politi­ 
cal opponents.

Man held iii deaths 
of two prostitutes 


A 22-year-old Skokie man has been charged with murder in the 
slayings of two Chicago women. The man, Joseph F. Miller, is also 
being questioned about the unsolved murders of several other 
women in the Chicago area. Miller currently is serving a 60-day 
sentence in DuPage County for contributing to tile delinquency of 
a minor. Authorities said Miller made a confession to Skokie police 
investigating the murder of Martha E. Kowalski, 31, whose body 
was found in the suburb Wednesday. Miller reportedly confessed to 
killing the Kowalski woman, who had a record of arrests for pros­ 
titution, and Ann Maxham, 22, whose body was found near Wau­ 
conda on Oct. 3, 1976. Lake County officials said Miss Maxham 
was a known prostitute. Police believe Ms. Kowalski was drowned 
and that Ms. Maxham was strangled. 


W atson acquitted in Wincrest fire 


Denise Watson, accused of killing 23 elderly persons by setting a 
fire at the Wincrest Nursing Home last year, was acquited Fri­ 
day on all counts. Miss Watson, 23, screamed with joy, then broke 
into tears and collapsed in her lawyer’s arms when the jury’s 
verdict was read. She bad been charged with 69 counts of murder 
and one count of arson. Miss Watson, employed as a housekeeper 
at the home on Jan. 30. 1976, when the fire broke out, denied 
setting the blaze. She said the police used duress in getting her to 
make a statement after the fire that she accidentally dropped a 
match into a wardrobe closet. She said the admission came after 
she was subjected to about 13 hours of interrogation at police 
bomb and arson headquarters. The prosecution has contended Miss 
Watson set the fire because she was about to be fired from her 
job. But defense attorney William Murphy told the jury Miss Wat­ 
son was a ‘'young nice girl” who was innocent of the charges. 


Police await test in Lyng case 


Police Friday were awaiting results of a test to determine if 
blood stains found last week on a car parked at O’Hare Airport 
belong to the vehicle’s owner, a Palatine woman missing since 
Oct. 25. Palatine Del. Robert Ward said Cook County crime tech­ 
nicians will compare two small blood stains found on a car owned 
by Stephanie Lyng, 39, of 1328 E. Sanborn Ave., with her blood 
type. “But it may take as long as a week for the results to come 
back because the county is backlogged with other reports,” Ward 
said. Ward said investigators plan to question Mrs. Lyng’s hus­ 
band, Edward Lyng, 45, Monday. Lyng is recuperating from kid­ 
ney surgery at Sherman Hospital, Elgin, police said. The couple 
had been planning to get a divorce.

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DAMP hires Chicago 
firm for water pipe study 


The DAMP water commission has 
hired a Chicago engineering firm to 
conduct a feasibility study for a pipe­ 
line that would bring Lake Michigan 
water to the Northwest suburbs from 
Evanston. 
The 
$34,000 study 
by 
Consoer. 
Townsend & Associates Ltd., is ex­ 
pected within six months to determine 
the cost of a pipeline to the North 
Shore suburb. With Mount Prospect 
this week agreeing to finance its 
share of the engineering plan, the 
DAMP commission now can sign a 
contract with the Chicago firm for the 
study. Mount Prospect’s share of the 
study 
will 
be 
$11,000. 
Arlington 
Heights, $16,000 and Palatine, $7,000. 
Mount Prospect earlier this year 
dropped its support of the DAMP 
study which had been estimated at 
$50,000 in favor of a plan being stud­ 
ied by SHAKE 
3 communities to 
secure 
lake water 
from 
Chicago 
through a reservoir and pipeline to be 
built near O’Hare International Air­ 
port. The cost of the O’Hare pipeline 
has been estimated between $42 mil­ 
lion and $62 million. 
THE VILLAGE BOARD changed its 
position after DAMP was assured by 
Commonwealth Edison Co. that the 
utility’s right of way properties may 
be used by the commission to build 


the Evanston pipeline, thus reducing 
estimated construction costs. No costs 
have been quoted for an Evanston 
pipeline. Commonwealth Edison has 
yet to say how’ much of it will charge 
DAMP for use of its right-of-way. 
“ I think it will probably prove to be 
the cheapest route for us,” said Rob­ 
ert Teepe, DAMP commission chair­ 
man from Mount Prospect. Teepe fa­ 
vors the Evanston pipeline in part be­ 
cause that community’s current water 
rates are substantially lower than Chi­ 
cago’s. 
Chicago presently charged 46 cents 
per $1,000 gallons of water compared 
with Evanston’s rate of 18 cents, 
Teepe said. 
If the Evanston pipeline is con­ 
structed, Teepe said there is a good 
chance some of the communities be­ 
tween Evanston and Mount Prospect 
including Morton Grove, which has 
expressed interest in the plan, might 
be interested in tying into the system 
reducing the cost to each of the mu­ 
nicipalities participating.

A tape recording of an alleged bribe 
offer by former Wheeling Trustee Gil­ 
bert J. Monoson in July 1976 was sup­ 
pressed Friday by a Cook County Cir­ 
cuit Court judge as illegally obtained 
evidence.

Monoson, 32, of 42 Berkshire Ln., 
was indicted July 29, 1976, by a county 
grand jury on charges of bribery and 
official misconduct. The indictment 
stems from Monoson’s alleged offer to 
use his influence on the village board 
to obtain a zoning variation for Car­ 
pid president of GEC Industries, 422 
Mercantile Ct., Wheeling, in exchange 
for a $10,000 no collateral loan. Mono­ 
son pleaded innocent.

MONOSON. WHO appeared tense 
throughout most of the hearing, was 
visibly relieved when Wolfson issued 
the older suppressing the state’s evi­ 
dence. 


“ I am extremely pleased with the 
decision of Judge Wolfson. 
Beyond 
that I would have to withhold all com­ 
ment,” Monoson said. 
In reading his decision, Wolfson 
said the state’s attorney’s office vio­ 
lated “ a material and substantial re­ 
quirement” of the state statute gov­ 
erning electronic eavesdropping. 


Wolfson said the statute requires 
the state’s attorney to show there is 
“ reasonable cause for believing that 
an individual is commiting, has com­ 
mitted or is about to commit a fel­ 
ony.” He said the state’s application 
for electronic eavesdropping failed to 
establish reasonable cause that Mono­ 
son “ was about to commit the felonies 
of bribery and official misconduct.” 


“ EACH OF THE statutes named in 
the application applies solely, in some 
way, to ‘public employes’ or ‘public 
officers.’ Tile application in no way 
states, hints or suggests that Gilbert 
Monoson is a public employe or public 
officier. It would have been a simple 
matter to say so,” Wolfson said. 


The judge said the state’s failure to 
“ set out a reason to believe Monoson 
was a public employe or officer . . . 
resulted in the kind of invasion of 
privacy the statute was intended to 
end.” 
Monoson ran for office on a reform 
ticket in 1975. He resigned from office 
July 30, 1976, because he said the in­ 
dictment made it “ impossible for me 
to continue.” He said he left the board 
with the knowledge “ that I have not 
violated the law.”

Charges that Frank Sturgis, a convicted Watergate burglar, 
threatened a woman to prevent her from testifying before the 
House Committee on Assassinations were dismissed Friday for 
“ lack of proof.” Assistant Dist. Atty. Alan Broomer told a hearing 
in Manhattan Criminal Court that an examination of the charges 
made by Marita Lorenz, a former CIA agent, failed to substantiate 
her claim of threats. ‘ They contain no threats,” Broomer told 
Judge Edwin Torres about the seven tapes Miss Lorenz recorded 
of her telephone conversations with the 53-year-old Sturgis, who 
lives in Miami. “ The tapes contain merely amicable conversa­ 
tions,” he said. 


Berkowitz sedated, restrained

Somewhere in (he course of our loan 
discussions, Harry Sonnebom and I 
came up with the idea that we should 
build and operate IO or so stores as a 
company. This would give us a firm 
base of income in the event the 
McDonald brothers claimed default on 
our contract (I had yet to receive a 
single registered letter from them au­ 
thorizing our buildings to be con­ 
structed with 
basements and 
fur­ 
naces). If worse came to worst, the 
thinking went, we could always re­ 
trench and operate our company stores 
under some other name. 
Establishing 
company 
stores, 
of 
course, would require a truly massive 
infusion of capital. 
The proposition that Harry finally 
brought to me was for three insurance 
companies — State Mutual Life Assur­ 
ance, Paul Revere Life Insurance 
Company and Massachusetts Protec­ 
tive Assn. — to lend us $1.5 million in 
exchange for about 2212 per cent of 
our stock. 
That loan, with wrhich we estab­ 
lished 
McDonalds Operating Com­ 
pany (McOpCo) could be called the 
lift-off stage of McDonald’s rocketlike 
growth in the '60s. It took a lot more 
financial trust to put us into orbit, but 
we would never have gotten off the 
ground without it. 
Another im portant item in my plans 
for the company was to end our rela­ 
tionship with the McDonald brothers. 
THE MAIN reason I wanted to be 
done with them wfas that their refusal 
to alter any terms of the agreement 
was a drag on our development. 
So I called Dick McDonald and 
asked him to nam e their price. After 
a day or two he did, and I dropped the 
phone, my teeth, and everything else. 
They were asking $2.7 million! 
H arry found our money m an in New 
York. His nam e was John Bristol, and 
he was financial adviser to Princeton 
University, Howard University, Car­ 
negie Tech. the Ford Foundation and 
others, a total of 12 educational and 
charitable institutions. 
Our original projection sheets an­ 
ticipated that it would take us until 


1991 to pay it all off. But that was on 
the basis of 1961 volume. We managed 
to pay off the principal in six years 
and finished paying off the loan com­ 
pletely in 1972.

lion dollars was the figure mentioned 
when I first discussed the idea. But as 
the weeks and months went by and we 
drew up lists of possible recipients, 
the amount of money kept growing.

ITI tell 
you, it felt mighty good to be able to 
announce that kind of present! 
As I said at the time, I had seen 
McDonald’s become a national in­ 
stitution. America is the only country 
where it could happen, and I took gen­ 
uine pleasure in sharing my good for­ 
tune with others. 


ONE OF OUR fine old-timers. Mor­ 
ris Goldfarb from Los Angeles, said 
at the 1976 operator’s convention in 
Hawaii that he was certain research 
would show that Ray Kroc has made 
millionaires of more men than any 
other person in history. I don’t know 


about that; 
I appreciate 
Morrie’s 
view, but I would put it another way. 
I'd rather say I gave a lot of men the 
opportunity to become millionaires. 
They did it themselves. I merely pro­ 
vided the means. 


When I finished writing this book on 
Dec. 31, 1976, McDonald’s had 4,177 
stores in the United States and 21 oth­ 
er countries. In 1976 we broke through 
several boundaries to new levels of 
business 
activity 
and 
profitability. 
For the first time, our total system- 
wide sales exceeded $3 billion; the 
revenue 
of 
McDonalds 
Corp. 
ex­ 
ceeded $1 billion. Our net earnings af­ 
ter taxes were more than $160 million, 
and our net worth was $500 million. 


The company is still green and 
growing, and so am I. Everything 
seems to be coming up roses.

Bristol group 1 wound up making about 
$12 million on it. 
THE MCDONALD brothers retired 
happily to travel and tend their real 
estate investments in Palm Springs. 
Maurice has died and Dick has moved 
back to New Hampshire. 
We topped all previous construction 
records in 1963 by building 110 stores 
scattered all over the country, and 
we did even better the following year 
when we had a net income of $2.1 mil­ 
lion on sales of $129.6 million. I be­ 
cam e a regular commuter between 
Los Angeles and corporate headquar­ 
ters, spending two weeks at a time in 
L A. and the next week in Chicago. 
Harry was spending all his time 
studying how we could take the com­ 
pany public. 
Our biggest argum ent with the un­ 
derwriters was on what the initial 
selling price should be. We had split 
the stock a thousand to one by that 
time, and the underw riters thought we 
should go out at 17 times earnings. 
Harry and I fought for 20 times earn­ 
ings. I was determined not to sell 
McDonald's short. 
So we went on the market at $22.50 
a share, and it shot up to $30 before 
trading ended that first day. The issue 
was over-subscribed — a tremendous 
success. Before tile first month ended. 
it had climbed to $50 a share, and 
Harry, June, and I were wealthier 
than we d ever dreamed possible. 
WE HAD OUR first stock split in 
April 1966, and I told our first annual 
stockholders meeting as a public com­ 
pany the follow ing month that it was 
our strict adherence to moral prin­ 
ciples in business that made us so 
strong. 
The steady expansion of our busi­ 


ness had another effect, one w’e hadn’t 
foreseen. We simply outgrew our red- 
and-w'hite tile buildings. There also 
appeared to be a movement among our 
customers away from the idea of eat­ 
ing in their cars. So we decided to 
shift to larger buildings and inside 
seating. 
McDonald’s is vastly different now 
from the company it was back in the 
early days, and that’s good. We re­ 
sponded to the social changes of the 
late ’60s by increasing minority hiring 
and organizing a program to bring in 
qualified black and women operators. 
We’re international now, too.

Of course, it s not difficult to dem­ 
onstrate how much our menu lias 
changed over the years, and nobody 
could argue with the success of addi­ 
tions such as the Filet-O-Fish. the Big 
Mac.

McMuffin. The most interesting thing 
to me about these items is that each 
evolved from an idea of one of our 
operators. So the company has bene­ 
fited from the ingenuity of its small 
busine ss mer) while they were being 
halped by the system s image and our 
cooperative advertising muscle. This, 
to my way of thinking, is the perfect 
example of capitalism in action. 
The value of our franchises also lias 
increased greatly over the years. I 
started issuing them for $950 back in 
1955. Ten years later, when we went 
public, the average investment was 
$81,500. These days it 
takes 
about 
$200,000 for the franchise and related 
expenses — equipment, furnishings, 
signs, etc. — not counting interest or 
finance charges on borrowed money. 


IN MANY CORPORATIONS when 
the top guy moves up it’s to a fig­ 
urehead role. He becomes chairman 
of the bored. Not me. I admit that I 
no longer jump into the fray in admin­ 
istrative sessions and yell and pound 
on the table. I'm content to sit back 
and listen and play Big Daddy, giving 
my opinion when it’s asked. However, 
I am the chief guy when it comes to 
new product development and real es­ 
tate acquisition. These are areas for 
which I have always had a special 
knack. I always enjoyed them most, 
so work is even more fun for me now 
than before I stepped up. 
There s also the San Diego Padres 
baseball team, which I purchased iii 
1974 and to which I devote some of 
my time. 
I do sometimes feel as though I ve 
been given an extra shot at life. I owe 
this to medical science, and that’s 
why I set up the Kroc Foundation, 
now headed by my brother, Bob. 
The Kroc Foundation supports re­ 
search into diabetes, arthritis and 
multiple sclerosis. All three of these 
diseases strike young adults and rob 
them of vitality in their best years. I 
selected them for that reason, and 
also because each has touched my 
own life destructively. I have diabetes 
myself. My first wife, who is now 
dead, suffered from it. too, and my 
daughter, Marilyn, died from it in 
1973. 
The foundation expanded its activi­ 
ties in 1976 to include a public aware­ 
ness program relating to the effects of 
alcohol misuse on the family.

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Class X battle 
lags; Thompson 
gets Dem plan

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. James R. 
Thompson Friday declared a cease­ 
fire in the war of words over Class X, 
but said it will take a weekend of 
study to determine if a Democratic 
compromise offered on criminal sen­ 
tencing is palatable. 
The offer, which has been brewing 
all week, emerged in a morning press 
conference with Democratic leaders 
who said they were amending Thomp­ 
son's cherished Class X provision onto 
H.B. 1500. 


After studying Hie 70-page amend­ 
ment and meeting for 45 minutes with 
the leaders, Thompson said the Demo­ 
crats had accepted significant sec­ 
tions of his proposal. 
“We will be looking at their bill line 
by line to see how narrow the gap is 
between the two bills, the issue of 
whether or not there will be a cate­ 
gory of crimes called Class X is over, 
the Democrats have accepted Class 
X.” the governor said. 


THOMPSON WAS reluctant to sug­ 
gest whether any of the differences 
between the two versions were signifi­ 
cant enough to throw new’ roadblocks 
mto the compromise offer. 
A preliminary analysis of the two 
proposals indicates that there still are 
several areas of disagreement that 
have been major points of controversy 
in Hie past.

Man confesses 
lo 2 Northern 


IU. slayings 


WOODSTOCK, IU. (UPI) - A con­ 
victed murderer accused of leaving 
bite marks on his victims has con­ 
fessed to two other slayings in north­ 
ern Illinois, including one in which an­ 
other man was sent to jail, a psy­ 
chiatrist said Friday. 
R i c h a r d Macek pleaded guilty 
Thursday to the 1974 murder of Nancy 
Loss man. Crystal Lake, 111., and was 
sentenced to 200 to 400 years in pris­ 
on. In a negotiated pleading, charges 
against him were dropped in the slay­ 
ing of her 3-year-old daughter, Lisa. 


Last August, the psychiatrist said, 
Macek confessed “ in detail’’ to the 
slayings of Mrs. Lossman and her 
daughter; Sally Handel, 14, beaten to 
death near her Carol Stream home 
Sept. 13, 1972; and Michele Becker, 
18, McHenry, who was found drowned 
in a nearby creek July 4, 1975. 


IN BOTH THE Lossman and Handel 
cases, the bodies bore human bite 
marks. Richard Mi lone, 26, of Whea­ 
ton, IU., was convicted and impris­ 
oned for the kiUing of Miss Handel, 
although he repeatedly claimed he is 
innocent. 


Authorities would not confirm or 
deny the confession in tile Handel and 
Becker cases, but McHenry County 
Sheriff’s Ll. George Hendle said, “We 
negotiated on this plea that Macek 
went down on. We’re going to clear the 
case on Michelle Becker.” 


The psychiatrist, W’ho asked to re­ 
main unidentified, said she was pre­ 
sent when Macek signed the con­ 
fession for one of Hendle’s assistants 
and McHenry County State’s Atty. 
William Cowlin. Neither Cowlin nor 
Hendlc’s assistant could be reached 
for comment. 
HENDLE SAID he was present 
when Macek said he killed Sandy 
Handel, but it was not a detailed con­ 
fession and, “You can’t get someone 
(such as Milone) out of the can on 
that information.” 


The 
psychiatrist, 
however, 
said 
Hendle did know about the confessions 
and “they were detailed. They’re also 
on tape. The most detailed one was 
Handel.” 
Macek is serving a prison term in 
Wisconsin for a rape and knife attack 
and authorities said he also has con­ 
fessed to the rape-murder of a Lake 
Geneva, Wis., hotel maid. 
IN ALL. authorities said, Macek has 
been implicated in nine slayings. 


He was indicted for the Lossman 
killings in 1976 after a New’ York den­ 
tal expert reported a human bite 
mark found on Mrs. Lossman’s breast 
had been inflicted by Macek. 
The expert, Dr. Lowell Levine, who 
was a defense witness in the kandel 
case in neighboring DuPage County 
three years earlier, thought the bite 
was familiar. 


After examining the bite found on 
Miss Handel’s thigh and comparing it 
to one on Mrs. Lossman’s breast, he 
concluded both were made by Macek 
and that Milone, sentenced in 1973 to 
an 80-to 175-year prison term for the 
Handel murder, was innocent. 


crimes and substitutes six years to 30 
years penalties with six years to 60 
years for heinous crimes. 
There are also differences on how’ 
multiple offenders are sentenced, re­ 
peat jailing of parole violators and 
“good time.” 
UNDER BOTH BILLS, the elimina­ 
tion of parole means that inmates can 
only gain release by the accumulation 
of good behavior.

The governor, however, has not said 
if lie is satisfied with the decision to 
take the life sentence provision off 
Class X crimes, w’hich include aggra­ 
vated kidnaping, aggravated arson, 
rape, deviant sexual assault, armed 
violence, 
armed robbery, treason, 
heinous battery, certain hard drug 
transactions and calculated criminal 
drug conspiracy. 
“ I am not sure yet that the differ­ 
ence is important enough to be worth 
opposing the entire biU,” Thompson 
said at an earlier impromptu press 
conference.

IT IS A collection of IO essays by 
seven theologians which, when first 
published in Great Britain earlier thus 
year, created a storm of controversy 
which has yet to subside. 


The general position of the book, in 
somewhat simplistic terms, is rather 
straightforward: Jesus never claimed 
divinity for himself, that the identi­ 
fication of Jesus as the “second per­ 
son” of the Triune God is a post-New 
Testament identification and that it is 
not necessary to recognize Jesus as 
divine in order to be a believing 
Christian.

World of religion 


Most of the authors, while denying 
the deity of Christ, stress his unique­ 
ness and his role in bringing the belie­ 
ver into relationship with God. 
John Hick, the editor of the volume, 
puts it this way: “He (Jesus) is the 
one in following whom we have found 
ourselves in God’s presence and have 


found God s meaning for our lives. He 
is our sufficient model of true human­ 
ity in a perfect relationship to God.” 


More conservative theologians con­ 
tend that if Jesus is not divine as well 
as truly human, then he could not be 
Savior and humankind would be eter­ 
nally separated from God because of 
its sins. 


Certainly, the conservatives will re. 
ply to “The Myth of God Incarnate” 
in one if not. more sustained theo­ 
logical volumes of their own, and the 
issue promises to be one of the more 
lively debates among Christians in the 
years to come.

Found It!” mass evangelism cam­ 
paign resulted in 14,469 persons 
committing their lives to Jesus 
Christ in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. 


Results of the campaign, au- 
thoried by Campus Crusade for 
Christ 
International and spon­ 
sored by area churches in Decem­ 
ber 1976. were recently released.

tensive campaign was conducted 
through bumper stickers and paid 
advertising, and by 400 churches 
and 6,400 volunteers. A total of 
200,900 persons were contacted in 
the Chicago area by campaign 
workers, and 1.157 Bible studies 
were started.

The public must awaken to the fact 
religious liberty in tile United States 
is in danger because of actions by 
both the government and churchmen, 
a minister warned in Chicago this 
week.

Gunn’s organization recently won a 
court victory in New Jersey, when a 
sederal district court judge ruled the 
government could not fund Trancen- 
dental Meditation because the courses 
were a disguised indoctrination in 
Hinduism. 
Gunn said his organization's attor­ 
neys have taken such issues into the 
courts to be resolved, but added that 
recent U.S. Supreme Court 
rulings 
mean public can no longer depend on 
the courts to guarantee separation of 
church and state. 
He said the public now must rely 
primarily on putting political pressure 
on legislatures to prevent states from 
passing unconstitutional laws.

These two events — Lahti’s 
departure and Hie group’s m eet­ 
ing — could add up to a politi­

damage Harper for years to 
come. But that doesn't have to 
happen.

Harper will need effective lead­ 
ership in the future, and a com ­ 
prehensive national search will 
be required to ensure that the 
school gets that leadership.

It should be un­ 
dertaken in an atmosphere of 
openness in order to maintain 
public confidence in the way the 
board acts. 
With the departure of Lahti, 
an era will end at Harper Col­ 
lege. It is up to Hie Harper board

tinue its effective service to the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Perhaps a first step would be 
for the board to m eet with the 
group of community leaders who 
have expressed concern about 
Harper's future. The credentials 
of that group arc impressive; it 
could provide valuable support 
- - and help — in the necessary 
s e l e c t i o n process that lies 
ahead.

A few’ more observations on the new 
Panama Canal treaties, which seem 
to have spawned a great political 
fracas but a not so great debate: 


• The advocates of the new' treaties 
keep accusing the opposition of using 
emotional 
arguments 
while 
them­ 
selves battening on every emotional 
appeal to the American public from 
the fear of war to the always formi­ 
dable American guilt complex. 


A pretty good (or rather bad) ex­ 
ample of that technique was provided 
by Governor David Pryor of Ar­ 
kansas, who came out for the new 
treaties even before their text had 
been published, dismissing the argu­ 
ment that Americans had “bought 
and paid for’’ the Panama Canal as 
“an emotional cry that does not hold 
water.’’ (David Pryor always was 
something of a prodig}- at mixing his 
metaphors.) 


THERE MAY INDEED be an emo­ 
tional reaction against being deprived 
of something one has bought and paid 
for. That doesn't mean the emotional 
appeals in this discussion are confined 
to either side. Jimmy Carter is re­ 
ported to have told briefings like the 
one Governor Pryor attended that the 
United States got the Panama Canal 
by a treaty that wasn't signed by a 
single Panamanian. 


Now that argument might arouse 
the emotions of any fair-minded lis­ 
tener who wasn’t fully aw*are that (a) 
if no Panamanian saw the treaty be­ 
fore it was signed, it was certainly 
examined if not drafted in part by 
Panama’s official representative in 
this country, (b) the treaty was rati­ 
fied by the Panamanian government 
after an opportunity to examine it, (c) 
Panama hurried to ratify the treaty 
and have the United States sign on the

On the subject of punctuation there 
are two schools of thought:

BUT A LOT OF THE troops of both 
persuasions fail to take their positions 
seriously. After a little obligatory 
“Says who? on both sides, the con­ 
sensus runs toward: 
“Who really 
cares?” 
And to be sure, compared with oth­ 
er choices in life — ought we build 
more nuclear plants? What should our 
China policy be? — the earthquaking 
decision whether to use a colon or a 
dash seems to rank just a bit ahead of 
making up your mind to apply may­ 
onnaise or mustard to a roast beef 
sandwich. 
Still, there are games in which the 
pleasure is subtlety, the passion is the 
fine point; and for a happy few, punc­ 
tuation remains one of them. William 
Myatt, who describes himself as “a

Panama Canal Treaty: 


“There is a movement on among 
liberals in Washington to hold the new 
treaty morally if not politically hos­ 
tage to the cause of human rights in 
Panama. The movement is being sup­ 
ported, not too discreetly, by con­ 
servatives and treaty foes for their 
own reasons.” 


Now that’s what makes Stephen S. 
Rosenfeld the very model of the mod­ 
ern illiberal liberal. The unexamined 
prejudices that undergird his prose 
must be obvious from that passage — 
to everyone but Rosenfeld. When lib­ 
erals hold a treaty hostage to human 
rights, no question is raised about 
their sincerity in that shining cause. 
When conservatives join them, they 
must have reasons of their own, 
doubtless of the darkest hue, although 
the writer won't spell them out in a 
family newspaper. And to top it off,

There may yet be a way in this hu­ 
morless age of making clear the emp­ 
ty pomp that passes for so much of 
the debase over the Panama Canal 
Treaty: Read Stephen Rosenfeld. 


• WHEN IT COMES to injecting a 
wry note into the debate, Ellsworth 
Blinker should not be dismissed. Am­ 
bassador Bunker is the distinguished 
A m e r i c a n diplomat who, having 
helped negotiate away South Vietnam, 
is now performing a similar service 
for the Panama Canal. He has made 
a number of contributions to this not 
so great debate, but my favorite was 
probably his assurance that in nego­ 
tiating a new treaty for tile canal the 
United States has not acted under any 
threat.

For that matter, can any American 
outside the muddled confines of the 
State Department see this nation giv­ 
ing up sovereign powers over the 
Panama Canal if the Panamanians 
were not restive? The grave possi­ 
bilities of war and rioting and guer- 
r i 11 a attacks, have been raised 
prominently in this debate — usually 
by advocates of the new treaty. 


NEXT QUESTION: If Panama suc­ 
ceeds 
in obtaining the canal 
by 
threats, will not its government draw 
the natural conclusion that the next 
time it wants anything from the 
United States of America — say to 
nationalize the canal, or charge ex­ 
orbitant tolls, or close it down entirely 
to American shipping and any other 
deemed Imperialist — won’t the idea 
occur that the simplest, surest way to 
get things out of Americans is to 
threaten them? 
This same thought might occur to 
other governments, who might want 
any number of things from the United 
States — like money, diplomatic rela­ 
tions or Puerto Rico. 


Not only are such questions disturb­ 
ing but, judging from tile policies of 
recent American administrations, the 
answers might be, too.

Shortly after the indictment of Ru­ 
bin in July 1975, Steinberg said he had 
recommended to the Labor Dept, that 
it move to impose a trusteeship under 
the Landrum-Griffin Labor reform 
law. 
WHILE REGIONAL Labor Dept, of­ 
ficials in Florida viewed Steinberg’s 
recommendations with sympathy, the 
Washington office rejected the sugges­ 
tion that the labor racketeer he re­ 
moved prior to his conviction. 
Even after the conviction in Octo­ 
ber, the Labor Dept, solicitor’s office 
again rejected Steinberg’s pleas that 
the safety of pension and insurance 
funds required that Rubin be re­ 
moved. 
The department’s Washington office 
not only rejected the suggestion, but 
Steinberg related that he was in­ 
formed the department would actively 
oppose a trusteeship over the Rubin 
locals if it was initiated by the Justice 
Dept. 
Rubin, who took the Fifth Amend­ 
ment in the Senate hearings, was not 
removed from office until Oct. 4, 1977, 
a few days after his conviction two 
years ago was affirmed on appeal. It 
was then apparent he would be called 
as a witness in the Senate hearings 
and the Laborers International offi­ 
cers would be embarrassed by public 
hearings. 
DURING THE hearing Steinberg 
made available to the subcommittee 
records showing Rubin was involved 
in the unauthorized transfer of ap­ 
proximately $1.8 million in funds — in 
addition to the $400,000 embezzlement 
for which he was convicted in 1975. 
According to the testimony, about 
$1.5 milion of these additional unau­ 
thorized transers of money from union 
accounts took place after Rubin was 
convicted in 1975. 
C h a i r m a n Nunn and Senator 
Charles Percy, R-Ill., the ranking Re­ 
publican member of the Senate com­ 
mittee, said the evidence demonstra. 
ted “an intolerable situation.”

The fields of the solar energy in­ 
dustry are ripe, but are waiting for an 
enterprising homebuilder with a flair 
for adventure to begin the harvest. 


Until that developer takes the first 
step — applying solar energy in a 
s e r i o u s financial commitment to 
large-scale development — all others 
will hold back, nervously eyeing each 
other to see who will lead them. 


But spokesmen for the solar in­ 
dustry are confident that once solar 
energy becomes a widely applied op­ 
tion in new homes, the stampede will 
be on. 


LINC ELDREDGE, of Northrup 
Inc., an aerospace firm that has ex­ 
panded to include manufacturing so­ 
lar collectors, predicted the solar 
market will gel in 1979 or 1980, and 
pass the billion-dollar mark in sales in 
the early ’80s. 


But for the present, he said, “ It 
seems builders are set in their ways. 
They're uncertain about the risks in­ 
volved in putting up this kind of 
equipment. I think they’re taking a 
cautious approach. They want to know 
who they're dealing with. They don't 
want to be suckered.’* 


Eldgredge said, “ The solar industry 
is moving up — but ifs not at a mass 
level yet.”

Proper drainage 
must 


There are many reasons why trees 
fail to survive after transplanting. Im­ 
proper handling before and during 
planting, inadequate maintenance and 
poor soil account for many failures. 
Another important reason and one not 
always recognized is lack of proper 
drainage. 
Relatively few trees can live in soils 
where drainage is poor, although 
some seem better able to adapt than 
others. However that may he, when 
you plant a tree make sure your 
drainage is good. 
Y o u can determine, generally, 
whether or not your drainage is good 
by digging a hole, filling it with water 
and letting it stand for two days. If, 
after that you still find water in the 
hole you can be certain that your 
drainage is inadequate. Where condi­ 
tions like this exist you must provide 
drainage if you expect a transplanted 
tree to live. 
THE BEST MEANS of draining a 
tree pit is shown in sketch No. I. 
Here, before the there is planted a 
drain connected to an existing drain is 
installed. As in the sketch, the end of 
the drain in the pit, is blocked with a 
stone larger than the diameter of the 
pipe and this is covered all around 
with slag or gravel to prevent block-

The solar units 
were installed in late 1976, but pro­ 
duced disappointing results due to 
equipment malfunctions during the 
bitter winter of ’76-’77. 
Marvin Richman, of the Urban In­ 
vestment Deveopment Co., builders of 
New Century Town, spoke recently of 
nis company’s experience with solar 
heating at a meeting of the Sales and 
Marketing Council of Greater Chi­ 
cago. 
AMONG THE points Richman said 
builders should keep in mind when 
considering solar energy as an eco­ 
nomically viable alternative to con­ 
ventional heating are: 
• The cost of energy must increase 
dramatically for solar units to become 
attractive. 
• The cost of solar equipment must 
drop between 50 and 75 per cent to be 
cost-effective in the Chicago area. “ It 
does very little good to say solar has 
a payback period of IO to 15 years 
when most of your customers will 
have their homes only five years,” 
Richman said.

The methods in sketches 2 and 3 are 
not as effective as the one in sketch 
No. I but they do allow a considerable 
quantity of water to accumulate away 
from the tree roots where it can take 
a longer time to percolate into the soil 
without drowning the tree’s roots.

Seaweed stall of life 
for backwoods dieter 


This article has been three years in 
the making. It’s not that I am a pokey 
writer. Research takes time. 
The 
same 
plant 
material 
that 
makes vegetables and flowers grow 
ala) makes fat people shrink. Sea­ 
weed. 
When I had to move from Aldington 
Heights six years ago, I ate myself 
into a blimp. It was because there 
wasn’t enough action in the back­ 
woods to keep me happy. 
After I had faced myself in the mir­ 
ror one day, I tried to lose weight. 
Some of you may recognize the syn­ 
drome: I ’d forego all meals on the 
day the local diet club met. I’d wear 
fooler gauze blouses and beach sand­ 
als, regardless of the weather, to the 
weekly meetings, so I could weigh in 
slightly less than my 220 pounds. Then 
I’d go home and make up for lost 
meals. I never lost anything, except 
my self-respect. 


FROM ANOTHER fat person three 
years ago, I learned of a commercial, 
organic diet, complete in vitamins, 
minerals, proteins and all of that good 
kind of stuff my doctor checked out. 
But the main ingredients in this diet 
package were dulse and giant kelp — 
seaweed. 
I never grew hungry between meals 
and the diet had no side effects such 
as cravings for wallpaper or fits of 
nerves. 
So I knew’ I was really eating sea­ 
weed — I couldn’t really taste it in 
the diet compound — I d go down to 
the lake. There I ’d harvest a forkload 
of “ cast seaweed” — (European mil­ 
foil; out of the lake. Lots of marine 
life was thriving in it: crayfish, drag­ 
onfly nymphs in their final molt and 
an occasional minnow. 
I ’d dry the seaweed on a clean, 
homemade chicken wire gadget, the 
type of thing people use to sift com­ 
post. By the next day the sun had de­ 
hydrated it and the seaweed could be 
flaked and bagged up. I nibbled on it 
a little, but mostly I fed it to my gar­ 
den, sticking mainly to my com­ 
mercial seaweed diet. 


MANY PEO PLE will think a sea­ 
weed diet is wildly offbeat, but the 
Japanese have grooved on the stuff 
for centuries. People have unique food 
preferences, to be sure, and many 
have a very real aversion to foods 
they have never tried, or foods that 
seem weird. Yet some of the very 
things you eat every day in very 
slickly packaged boxes, you probably

would never put to your lips if you 
knew what was in it. 
So laugh if you will. I lost 55 pounds 
on seaweed. You might say a 165- 
pound female, even a fairly tall one 
like me, isn’t all that thin. But if I can 
fit into a size 13, I can’t complain. It 
sure beats the size 18 I wore like a 
sausage casing at 220 pounds. And 15 
pounds more, according to my doctor, 
and I ’ll be able to qualify for a fitness 
discount on my life insurance policy. 
All my life I ’ve been fighting the 
battle of the bulge. I tried every diet 
one could imagine. None of them ever 
worked until the seaweed diet. I ’d yo­ 
yo back and forth between svelte and 
sloppy. Until seaweed, I never was 
able to maintain weight loss for any 
period of time. 
Needless to say, our family diet- 
style leans toward the Oriental. 
VOLUMES, SUCH as ‘ Seaweed in 
Agriculture and Horticulture” by the 
late W. A. Stephenson, have been 
written about this marine plant, used 
in medicine, as fodder for farm ani­ 
mals, for human food consumption 
and as a plant fertilizer. 
In the garden. I have managed to 
keep the hardiest plants going until as 
late as Dec. IO — cole crops mostly — 
with the addition of commercial liquid 
seaweed or my homemade seaweed 
flakes. 
When my furnace broke down last 
winter, I related in this column how 
fertilizing with seaweed kept the 
plants from freezing w'hen the ther­ 
mometer dipped and the plant room 
humidifier caked with ice. Seaweed 
appears to have a built-in way to 
make plants resistant to cold. 
I PLAN TO resume my horticultur­ 
al education at Michigan State Uni­ 
versity when my daughter goes to col­ 
lege in two years. And I also plan to 
make my seaweed experimentation 
the basis for a graduate research 
project. 
Seaweed truly is an amazing plant. 
But it will take a lot of technology, 
research and Madison Avenue adver­ 
tising moxie on prime time TV before 
the public ever begins to accept sea­ 
weed for what ifs worth.

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The doctor says 


56 and pregnant? 


It's not likely 


My husband and I get into arguments over whether or not I can 
become pregnant. He says no and I'm afraid I may still become 
pregnant. 


I am not taking the pill and am 56 years old. I haven’t had my 
period in more than three years but I believe I am still going 
through the change as I get very nervous at tim 's and still get 
estrogen shots. How long must I get shots? It’s over 18 years now. 


If you get pregnant you are likely to set a new record. Published 
accounts say that the oldest woman to have a child was 56 at the 
time of tho birth. Some of my readers have brought to my atten­ 
tion at least two instances of women who were 57 who gave birth. 
Since you must be past your 56th birthdate and it will take nine 
months to have a child you will be at the top of the record if you 
achieve that rare distinction. 


Many doctors believe that if a woman in her 50s goes through 
the menopause and doesn't menstruate for one year she is not 
likely to get pregnant. Others prefer to wait two years after men­ 
struation has stopped before saying that a woman is no longer 
fertile. 


The symptoms you have may not be from menopause. It is very 
likely that your ovaries have not been functional for nearly all of 
the thr^e years since you have stopped menstruating. There is a 
lot of the confusion about what symptoms are caused by men­ 
opause. Put simply, a lot of people get nervous who are not going 
through the change of life, including men. 


Whether or not a woman needs estrogen after menopause is an 
individual matter. Some women produce enough female hormones 
from the adrenal gland to get along quite well and others do not. 
Only an examination by your physician can answer the question of 
whether or not you need it. 


For women who need estrogen support it is really replacement 
hormone therapy to help do part of what the ovaries used to do. In 
these women the female hormones help to prevent changes in the 
vagina cells that cause dryness and may lead to chronic in­ 
fections. The hormones are specific for controlling hot flashes 
caused by lack of estrogen. 


There is some evidence that adequate amounts of estrogen help 
to protect against osteoporosis (dissolving bones) but less in­ 
dication that they stop the process once it has begun. 


There are good studies that show that women taking female 
hormones after the ovaries stop functioning, or have been re­ 
moved, have a much lower death rate from a variety of medical 
conditions, and live healthier and happier lives. Women who take 
estrogen after the menopause should have careful regular medical 
examinations to be certain there is no evidence of breast cancer 
ani there are no signs of malignancy of the uterus if a hys­ 
terectomy has not been done.

Many fireplaces may be 


inefficient for 


On a chilly evening w-hen members of a family gather together, 
they often choose to warm up by the fireplace instead of using 
central heat. Many fireplaces, however, lose more heat than they 
produce. Some are just plain inefficient, because they lack equip­ 
ment to circulate air properly. 


What people forget, in addition, is to wait out the fire before 
they go to bed so they can close the fireplace damper. A fire needs 
air to keep burning and will draw air from inside the house. 
Keep in mind, too, that warm air rises. So when the damper is 
left open, warm house air flows up the chimney. Moreover, who 
know’s or remembers during next morning’s rush that the damper 
is still open? 


Someone in the family should routinely have the responsibility to 
close the damper. Or the family might invest in a glass fire 
screen. Mounted right to the fireplace, this kind of screen effec­ 
tively stops room air from escaping. A glass screen has its own 
damper which, when closed, keeps virtually all air from going up 
the chimney. That way it also allows a fire to die out.

Drama goes doivn 
hi on IS BCS s 


If “ Aspen” is another example of NBC’s idea of 
“ adult entertainment,” then the network ought to be 
giving adults more credit. 


As was the case with NBC’s recent ratings block­ 
buster “ 79 Park Avenue,” “ Aspen” uses a novel as a 
loose base for a flurry of trite dialog, sadistic story 
lines and sexy scenes of play and pillow talk between 
the “ beautiful” people in the chic ski center. 


The disappointing part about the whole thing is 
that “ Aspen,” a six-hour drama that airs through 
Monday in two-hour installments beginning at 8 p.m. 
today on Channel 5 will probably do as well in the 
ratings as “ 79 Park Avenue.” 


That s too bad, because television should be setting 
good examples rather than showing the most ignoble 
of human instincts. 


“ THE “ ASPEN” production is downright schlocky. 
It appears to be something that NBC threw together 
quickly, in enough time to capitalize on the memory 
of actress-singer Claudine Longet's brief prison term 
for the shooting death of her lover, Skier “ Spider” 
Sabich. 


Ms. Longet and her case are in no way connected 
with the television murder drama, but other ele­ 
ments that were a big part of that case come into 
play. The story features the murder trial, conviction 
and vindication of gigolo Lee Bishop. 


Bishop, played by Perry King, who you’ll recog­ 
nize from last season’s “ Captains and the Kings,” 
makes the mistake of falling in love with the tortune 
of heiress Gloria Osborne. She is portrayed realisti­ 
cally by Michelle Phillips, who currently is starring 
with Rudolph Nureyev in the film, “ Valentino.” 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE the scriptwriters could not 
have given Phillips lines more memorable than “ I 
do experience something when a man takes a silly, 
needless chance with his life,” and “ Don’t you un­ 
derstand, you excite me because you’re no good.” 


She loves Bishop just to leave him with the in­ 
spiring words, “ Sorry, love, that’s just the way 
things are.” Always in the shadow of her $2 billion 
daddy’s chauffeurs and bodyguards, Gloria gets her 
kicks out of telling Bishop she’ll marry him and then 
leaves him “ standing at the altar” while she runs off 
witn daddy to Berlin on business. 


HERS IS AN intriging character, completely dis­ 
gusting and selfish. Oddly enough, the character of 
Gloria Osborne does not even exist in the Bort 
Kirschfeld novel, “ Aspen,” which indicates how 
closely NBG followed the book. It also shows how 
boring the whole television production might have 
been without this woman. 


Her daddy’s ambitious plans to turn Aspen into a 
lucrative, star-studded recreational development not 


Sian Phillips in “I, Claudius” 


only meet with violent protest from the area’s ecolo­ 
gical groups, but tie into the murder plot involving 
Gloria’s lover. 


You will discover that Bishop did not fatally bludg­ 
eon the 15-year-old Angela Morelli. Bishop and the 
girl, who are complete strangers, partook in a sadis­ 
tic act of love, the story line implies. But he was too 
drunk at the time of the girl’s death to remember 
the senseless, animal-like brutality demonstrated by 
his friend, Budd. The scenes come all too close to the 
dreadful reality of child pornography. 


NOW, BUDD TOWSEND is the kind of guy who 
goes into a singles bar and declares to a blonde at 
the bar, “ I’m a Scorpio.” She says, “ I ’m married” 
and he says, “ That’s perfect.” When she refuses his 
advances, he resorts to calling her a “ turkey.” 


The cast is made up of familiar faces like Gene 
Barry, Tony Franciosa, Joseph Cotten and John 
Houseman as well as not so familiar faces that be­ 
long to one-time beach bums, surfers and playboy 
bunnies from other Hollywood productions. 
Take the leading cowboy of “ Aspen,” Sam Elliott, 
who portrays the maverick upstart lawyer who takes 
on Bishop’s case and the entire Apsen community 
single-handedly. Elliott looks like that big NBG stud 
cowboy, McCloud, but actually you’ll recognize him 
from the recent film “ Lifeguard.” 
There are love triangles and ruthless relationships 
galore and, at best, “ Aspen” will serve as a state­ 
ment on the riches and vices of the good life on the 
slopes. 


TH ERE IS NOTHING redeeming about this six- 
hour show. It’s a fake — a cheap way of exciting 
viewers. This saga of snow and sin was filmed dur­ 
ing the sweltering IOO degree heat of Los Angeles 
this summer with lots (rf fake snow. 
When will NBC stop airing shoddy drama filled 
with sex and violence that it calls “ big event?” 
It is ironic that the network’s vice president of 
programming, Paul L. Klein, takes pleasure in label­ 
ing ABC as a network for “ kids and dummies.” He 
really ought to take a look at his own house. 
NBC is fast gaining a reputation for programming 
slime and smut. Now, is that any better? 


Sam Elliott and friend in “ Aspen” 


During a season of reviving the television family, 
the Public Boradcasting System again offers us the 
best there is. 


The 13-week adaptation of Robert Graves’ bestsell­ 
ing novel, “ I, Claudius,” is a marvelously witty, en­ 
tertaining and well-executed look at family life of 
Rome's four Caesars — beginning with Augustus, 
moving en to Julius, then to Caligula and finally to 
the storyteller himself, that stuttering and twitching 
child of incest. Claudius. 


All four Caesars seemed better ruling an empire 
than their families, and all were affected by a wom­ 
an who was poison to them — the beautiful, con­ 
niving and murdering Livia, played with villainous 
excellence by the accomplished Welsh actress Sian 
Phillips. 


As the nasty, cunning brains behind the throne, 
Livia is a heady woman from the Claudian family 
while her husband, Augustus is a Julian. Thanks to 
her manuevering, her son by a previous marriage, 
Tiberius, becomes the next Caesar. She’s an abso­ 
lutely ruthless wizard at knocking off anyone and 
everyone who gets in her way. 


If you thought the family story behind these his­ 
tory book characters w’as dull, then you should see 
Augustus lecturing the family men on incest, using 
the frightful example of Claudius, or questioning the 
men of his household one at a time about their sex­ 
ual involvement with his beloved daughter only to 
discover that she is more than promiscuous. 


Or how' about Livia showing up in the gladiators’ 
quarters before a big arena bout with fire flaring 
from her nostrils, demanding that she wTants her 
“ money’s worth” and none of “ those” professional 
tricks to stay a alive like using pig’s blood to make it 
look like tne warriors are injured. 


She promises plenty of everything for the living 
and a decent burial for the dead. She’s a tough cook­ 
ie and she wants some real action. 


The wonderfully spicey family scenes are superb 
and Ms. Phillips says much care was taken to make 
the behind-the-scenes look at Rome (the parts that 
never got into the history books) as accurate as pos­ 
sible. 


The 
series, 
which 
begins 
on 
“ Masterpiece 
Theatre” at 8 p.m. Sunday on Channel ll, and con­ 
tinues for a dozen more Sundays thereafter, is ex­ 
pected to have the same broad and wildly popular 
appeal in America that it did in Great Britain 
recently. 


It’s a chance to laugh at and stop in amazement at 
the foibles, follies and headaches of four Roman em­ 
perors as excellent performances are sustained 
throughout the productions.

Philharmonic’s rousing 
success well appreciated

If audience reaction is an indicator, 
Chicago’s second orchestra was a 
rousing success in its Auditorium The­ 
ater debut Friday night. 
The Chicago Philharmonic did it on 
merit, a combination of three factors 
resulting in a gorgeous evening of mu­ 
sic. 
First, conductor Fred Lewis and his 
63 players, 16 in one of the works, per­ 
formed with a precision and depth of 
tone one associates with orchestras 
well 
beyond 
their 
first 
subscrip­ 
tion concerts. 
SECOND, THE auditoriun’s famed 
acoustics caressed every not and 
created an intimate ambiance, yet 
still was reverberant when the muisc 
demanded. 
Third, Lewis proved a master pro­ 
grammer. A concert of Haydn, Satie, 
Stravinsky and Beethoven spears at 
first glance like a mixed bag. 
To the contrary, this program was

able to highlight the strength of the 
orchestra, at the same time staying 
within the scope of a performing 
group of 63. 
Beethoven’s 7th Symphony, which 
closed the concert, is an example. 
This work sounds equally well when 
played by 60 or IOO musicians. 
Nowhere was the Philharmonic’s 
fine string tone as evident as in the 
second movement, the funeral march­ 
like allegretto. 
IF FIN E string players are scarce, 
maestro Lewis has refuted that saying 
by recruiting players of remarkable 
ability. 
Another delight on the program was 
the 1938 Igor Stravinsky “ Dumbarton 
Oaks” Concerto, scored for chamber 
orchestra. In this case the stage w>as 
rearranged for 16 players, with Lewis 
leading a flawless account of this 20th 


century homage to the Brandenburg 
Concerti of Bach. 
The opening work was the sym­ 
phony No. 96, the “ Miracle” sym­ 
phony by Franz Josef Haydn. It was a 
work well suited to an orchestra of 
this size. The symphony emphcisizes 
an interplay between woodwinds and 
strings, contains a slow movement 
with a unique cadenza and ends with 
one of Haydn’s typically vivacious fi­ 
nales. 
The audience liked it so much it 
even applauded between movements. 
Erik Satie’s Gymnopedies Numbers 
I and 3 of 1888, barely five minutes of 
music, 
was 
another 
Lewis’ 
pro­ 
gramming inspiration. 
A solo oboe and two harps carried 
Satie’s eerie misty themes depicting 
dancing youths on a Greek vase. 
Sftie wrote the Gymnopedies as pi­ 
ano works but they later were orches­ 
trated dy his French countryman 
Claude Debussy. 
Baseball fans have new 
season cry: I love opera

NEW YORK — In the first live na­ 
tional opera telecast this season, those 
watching Beverly Sills in the title role 
of “ Manon” heard her singing aw'ay 
as she stood in front of the gate of the 
church. And at that momemnt, live on 
another channel, they missed Reggie 
Jackson’s third home run in the last 
game of the World Series. 
Crisis! 
But it is an old crisis for baseball 
fans, who are used to making tough 
choices and a new one for opera fans, 
who this year will be able to view' 16 
or 17 live and filmed operas on tele­ 
vision, compared to last season’s five. 
EVEN ON RADIO, opera broadcasts 
have risen from about 30 perform­ 
ances last season to around 60 this 
year — primarily because National 
Public Radio is broadcasting IO of the 
San Francisco Opera’s productions; 
five performances will be broadcast 
live from the New York City Opera; 
and in the spring of 1978, NPR wall 
present 17 performances of regional 
opera companies. 


Performances televised live from 
the Metropolitan Opera have gone up 
from one last season to three this 
year. 
Fred Calland, senior classical music 
producer for National Public Radio, 
maintains that opera is going to take 
off and become one of the major cult­ 
ural forces in the country. He says 
that the number of persons listening 
to opera is growing because it is a 
“ total experience” and combines the 
best of theater and music. 
David Griffiths, producer of the 
PBS Great Performances series of 
five studio-filmed operas that ends 
this week with “ Madama Butterfly,” 
said, “ We’ve been noting that over 
the past couple of years the ratings of 
the audience have been going up by 
leaps and bounds and that the ratings 
for opera in general are consistently 
the highest of any kind of arts pro­ 
gramming on television — higher than 
drama, dance, painting programs. We 
have found that the opera audience is 
falling between 6 and ll million tele­ 
vision households, which is double the 
average 
rating 
for 
concert 
pro­ 
grams.” 
LYNN SM ILES, FM program direc­ 


tor for WNYC-FM, one of the 200 
member stations of NPR, says that 
the opera audience is unusually loyal 
and that when it was announced that 
the San Francisco 
Opera 
season 
would be taped live and broadcast 
this fall, “ I personally took over 200 
telephone calls.” 


The opera audience is not only loy­ 
al. It also is growing. According to 
Maria F. Rich, administrative direc­ 
tor of the Central Opera Service, U.S. 
audiences have increased from 4.6 
million in 1969-70 to 9.2 million in 1976. 
During that time performances of op­ 
eras have risen from 4,700 to 7,389. 
Companies and performing workshops 
have grown from 648 to 914, and com­ 
panies with budgets of more than 
$100,000 have increased from 28 to 68. 


Corporate giving to opera also has 
increased. In 1973, 2 per cent of the 
$144 million given to the arts went to 
opera compared to 3 per cent of the

$244 million in 1976. More importantly, 
of 68,000 corporations surveyed in 
1973, 9 per cent said they were “ inter­ 
ested” in supporting opera and 31 per 
cent showed interest in opera in 1976. 


ANNE M ARIE BORGER, assistant 
director of cultural programming at 
NPR notes that NPR is most inter­ 
ested in giving operas, singers, and 
opera companies that cannot be heard 
on records an opportunity to be heard. 
And David Griffiths is eager to get 
the funding and produce operas per­ 
formed by regional opera companies 
but so far he has concentrated on 
bringing in opera filmed in studios in 
Europe. 


In the spring, there will be IO PBS 
operas, including Nino Rota's “ The 
Italian Straw Hat,” Susa’s “ Transfor­ 
mation” based on the poetry of Anne 
Sexton, and Menotti’s, “ The Consul,” 
filmed over a period of several per­ 
formances at the Charleston Spoletto 
festival this summer. 
“ The idea that opera is too high­ 
brow is really gone,” Maria Rich 
said. 
And the new exposure for opera 
may affect thousands the way it did 
one wroman who stands through al­ 
most every performance at the Met. 
Once a confirmed Brooklyn Dodgers’ 
fan, she has said, “ The moment I 
heard Tebaldi’s voice, I knew my 
baseball days were over-”

The 22-volume World Book Ency­ 
clopedia is being sent to Donna Jung, 
13, of Portland. Ore., for her question: 
HOW WAS TH E LIB R A R Y O F CON­ 
G R ESS STA RTED ? 
Our Library of Congress was estab­ 
lished in 1800 when Congress appro­ 
priated $5,000 to purchase some books 
and furnish a room in the Capitol building 
for the library. It didn’t last too long. 
In 1814 the British burned the Capitol 
and the library was destroyed, too. 
Congress immediately appropriated 
some more money for a new library, and 
in 1815 it also purchased the 6,000-book 
private library of Thomas Jefferson. 
There was another fire in 1851 with some 
damage to the total collection, but the 
library continued to grow. In 1897 it had 
grown so large that it could no longer 
be housed in the Capitol, and a new 
building solved the problem. 
An annex of white Georgia marble 
was constructed on an adjoining site in 
1938. The two buildings now have about 
36 acres of floor space on 13 acres of 
ground. In 1965 Congress authorized the 
construction of a third building, which 
is now being built. To be called the 
Jam es Madison Memorial Building, it 
is scheduled for completion in 1980. 
The largest collection in the Western 
Hemisphere of books printed before 
1501, called incunabula, is housed in the 
Library of Congress. About 5,600 books 
are in this collection, including a per­ 
fect copy of the first important book 
printed in the Western world, the famous 
Gutenberg Bible. 
The personal papers of almost every 
president from George Washington to 
Calvin Coolidge also are included in the 
impressive library. 
One division of the library administers 
the copyright laws of the United States. 
Two copies of every publication for, 
which copyright protection was re­ 
quested are on file. 
The library’s first job is to provide 
research and reference assistance for 
the U.S. Congress. It s second objective 
is to serve the public as the national 
library and in this area it assists other 
libraries, scholars and the general pub­ 
lic 
Congress administers the library, 
while the librarian is appointed by the 
president of the United States with the 
consent of the Senate. 
Library of Congress provides catalogu­ 
ing information to other libraries on 
printed cards, on magnetic tapes and in 
book catalogues. In addition, it loans 
books that are unobtainable elsewhere 
toother libraries.

The layer of the atmosphere closest 
to the earth is called the tropopshere.

$2.35 billion in September, the Federal Reserve Board said Friday. 
Total new credit extended was estimated at $19.16 billion, down $40 
million from the revised record high $19.20 billion of August at a 
seasonally adjusted rate. Consumers paid off $16.81 billion in old 
debts. The board said consumer credit in August was revised up 
from $2.5 billion to S2.G5 billion — the biggest monthly gain since 
the record $2.85 billion of March.

The General Accounting Office said Friday it has found $26

charges for shipping foreign oil to the United States but that they 
all appeared to result from honest errors. The GAO’s report — the 
first issued after federal energy verification audits of the account 
books of private companies — placed much of the blame for the 
problem charges on “inadequate” Federal Energy Administration 
regulations that were changed this year. Saying transportation 
charges form a significant part of the consumer cost of oil, the 
GAO called for new rules covering such charges and said efforts 
should be made to find out whether consumer refunds are due. 


Senators back new Burns term 


A bipartisan group of Senators, including GOP leader Howard 
Baker, attempted Friday to persuade President Carter that it 
would be in the national interest to reappoint Arthur Burns as 
chairman of the Federal Reserve Board. Ten Senators, including 
four Democratic committee chairmen, sent a letter to Carter, re­ 
leased Friday, urging Burns’ reappointment to a third term as 
chairman of the nation's central bank. Burns’ term expires Jan. 
31, 1978. Support for the 73-year-old Burns surfaced after Senators 
William Proxmire, D-Wis.. and Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., criti­ 
cized Burns’ fiscal management. They suggested to Carter that he 
find a new chairman. 


11% of car price is for quality 


About 11.3 per cent of the average $424.49 price increase in 1978 
model cars repre,sents actual quality improvements, the Labor 
Dept. said. The quality changes were estimated to average $40.80 
at the wholesale level, and $50.12 at retail. These estimates are 
made each year for use in the wholesale and consumer price 
indexes. The remainder ot the price increase on new models in­ 
cludes higher production costs — including labor — and profit. 


Old factory workers ‘'stranded* 
• 


Older blue collar workers who are unable or reluctant to move 
to other parts of the country are being stranded by the thousands 
in the depressed industrial towns of the Northeast and the Great 
Lakes states, Business Week said this week. Blue collar workers in 
such cities as Youngstown and Johnstown have been hit hard and 
older workers in virtually every factory town in the East and 
Midwest have suffered to some degree from layoffs, the article 
said. 


I .S. lo check car price ladies 


The Federal Trade Commission plans to investigate charges that 
domestic automakers are violating federal antitrust laws by offer­ 
ing reduced prices on small cars in seven Western states, The 
Detroit News has reported. The practice is called “two-tier” pric­ 
ing and the newspaper said the FTC is looking into it as part of a 
broader investigation into the auto industry. The investigation be­ 
gan last year. The FTC has received complaints from Japanese 
car importers, East Coast domestic car dealers and some con­ 
sumer groups who believe that using two-tier pricing to fight im­ 
ports violates federal antitrust laws, the News said. General Mo­ 
tors Corp. began the campaign this fall, the newspaper said, by 
adding optional equipment and cutting the price of the Chevrolet 
Chevettes sold in California, Arizona, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Wash­ 
ington and Oregon Ford Motor Co. and American Motors Corp. 
quickly followed suit by adding more standard equipment to small 
er models and lowering their West Coast prices, the News said. 


Students test work world 
in industry bclassroom ’

The problem of how to efficiently 
remove 
pollutants 
from 
industrial 
waste waters may have just been 
solved by two 16-year-old Wheeling 
High School students. 
Working with Peien Manufacturing, 
Hoffman Estates, the two are ex­ 
perimenting to determine what chem­ 
icals can be used to float oil to the 
surface of water so it can be scraped 
off by machine. 
The year-long industrial research 
project is one of six being conducted 
by 12 Wheeling students in an inde­ 
pendent study program in chemistry. 
Receiving academic credit but no 
wages for their work, the students are 
applying scientific theories to real 
problems, sharpening their research 
skills and getting a taste of the world 
of industry. 
“A lot of kids go to college, spend 
four or five years majoring in science 
and then go out and got a job and find 
it’s 
nothing 
like 
they 
expected,” 
chemistry teacher Don Bauder said. 
“They hate it and they’re trapped.” 
WANTING TO MAKE sure his for­ 
mer honors chemistry students know 
what they’re getting into before they 
start, Bauder got Pelen and U.S. Gyp­ 
sum in Des Plaines to allow the stu­ 
dents to do some 4‘noncritical” re­ 
search for them. 
Projects students are working on 
range from determining the optimum 
conditions for curing gypsum to calcu­ 
lating how much gypsum dissolves in 
soil over different time intervals. 
Rather than simply following direc­ 
tions as classroom lab exercises have 
required, the students are designing 
their own experiments to solve the in­ 
dustrial research questions. 
“From the beginning to where they 
want you to end you have to figure it 
all out yourself,” junior Phil Kwie- 
cinski 6aid. “Nobody’s going to tell 
you what to do.” 
WHILE ENJOYING the challenge, 
students have run into a few initial 
problems in getting their experiments 
off the ground. 
“We were trying to use so many 
variables that we figured if we did 
one experiment a day it would have 
taken us 179 years,” said junior Sue 
Marsh, who is planning a career in 
biochemistry. 
Taking Bauder’s advice to make

“Here they can invent something, 
but if it’s not practical and economic­ 
ally feasible, it’s no good to anyone,” 
Bauder said. 


INDUSTRY WOULD much rather 
pay a fine for violating federal pollu­ 
tion standards than adopt a process 
for removing pollutants from water 
that costs more than the fine, he said. 


Economics is the whole basis for the 
research

“This is typical industry and stu­ 
dents normally wouldn’t see it in the 
classroom,” Bauder said. 


From the standpoint of U.S. Gyp­ 
sum, acquainting students with the 
world of industry is what the program 
is all about, Robert Wenk, division 
manager of research, said. 
“The students are more apt to take 
their education seriously if they can 
see real live examples of how their 
education applies,” he said. 
Investors follow dividend route 


NEW YORK — The most significant 
sign on the highways of investing this 
year 
has 
been 
the 
one 
marked 
“yield.” It has been leading millions 
of battered investors to one of the few 
consistent rewards this stock market 
has offered: steadily rising dividends. 
“Yield” used to be considered,if not 
a dirty word, at least a darned stodgy 
one. In the 1960s, when the magic 
word was “gross,” pursuit of capital 
gains was regarded as the logical pur­ 
pose of investing. Even retired folks, 
to whom dividends literally were the 
bread and butter of existence, were 
urged to place part of their funds in 
low-yielding gross stocks as a means 
of keeping ahead of inflation. 
There was only one problem: in­ 
flation continued to rise, as predicted 
but the “gross” stocks didn’t. Those 
who had purchased them found, too 
often, that they were getting the worst 
of both worlds: little or no dividends 
and tittle or no capital gains. 
EVEN ON THE happier side, when 
stocks started to rise again in 1975 rod 
1976, many investors discovered that 
dividends and capital gains were not 
mutually exclusive: a stock with a 
handsome quarterly yield could go up 
in price, too.

When a trend gets started in Wall 
Street, it usually runs at least as long 
as it logically should and then some. 
The gross stocks, some of which ac­ 
tually did deserve that designation, 
have 
been 
punished 
horibbly, 
so 
much so that many long-term in­ 
vestors regard the best of them as ex­ 
traordinary 
bargains 
(though 
the 
market does not agree). And Presi­ 
dent Carter’s deferred tax program, 
which would ease levies on dividends 
and stiffen those on capital gains, 
would have accelerated the movement 
toward stocks whose rewards are 
regular and predictable. 


In terms of the country's future, 
this is not necessarily desirable. We 
need risk-taking companies, we need 
young and innovative companies, we 
need companies that plow back most 


or all of their profits into future 
growth. 
How, then, should a dividend-con­ 
scious investor proceed? One inter­ 
esting approach, called “the dividend 
method of investing,” has been devel­ 
oped by the national brokerage firm 
of Cowen & Co. It is designed both to 
steer 
customers 
towards 
sensible 
high-yielding stocks and also to lure 
them 
away from 
overreliance on 
bonds and bank savings. 
“The concept is primarily one of 
comparing 
static 
versus 
dynamic 
yields,” Cowen’s Creighton Peet told 
me. 
In other words, a bond’s interest 
payment is (one hopes) entirely pre­ 
dictable, while a stock’s dividend pay­ 
ment is (one hopes) capable of contin­ 
uing pleasant surprises. Thus, a stock 
that costs $100 and yields 6 per cent 
would pf# a $6 dividend today; but if 
that dividend itself increased at 6 per 
cent annually, it would grow in a dec­ 
ade to about $11, or an ll per cent 
yield on the original investment.

Fewer persons are unemployed in 
the 
six-county Chicago area this 
month than during September, ac­ 
cording to state unemployment fig­ 
ures released Friday. 
The unemployment rate in the Chi­ 
cago area dropped from a September 
level of 4.7 per cent to 4.6 per cent 
while the statewide level dropped 
from 5.2 per cent to 5.1 per cent. 
Nationally, the unemployment level 
rose slightly, up to 7 per cent from 
September’s 6.9 per cent level. About 
6.9 million Americans were unem­ 
ployed during October, Labor Dept, 
statistics show’. 
“THROUGHOUT THE state during 
the past month construction activity 
continued, hiring for the holiday sea­ 
son began and several labor disputes 
were settled resulting in employe re­ 
calls,” said William Bowling, director 


of the Illinois Labor Dept. 
A W h i t e House representative 
termed the national figures “a dis­ 
appointment” but said, “we do not 
make economic policy on the basis of 
one or two months’ statistics.”

Carter refuels flap with Burns 


W ASHINGTON — To an observer 
returning to Washington after several 
weeks out of the country, a flap be­ 
tween the White House and Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur F . Burns 
seems “ deja vu.” 
The White House criticizes the way 
Burns is handling monetary policy, 
quickly denies it meant to, and Burns 
snaps back in a Spokane, Wash., 
speech that the White House had best 
keep its hands off monetary policy. 
But this time there’s an extra, 
added attraction: was President Car­ 
ter hoisting a signal that he’s made 
up his mind to dump the crusty, te­ 
nacious 73-year-old boss of the Fed, 
instead of reappointing him next Feb­ 
ruary? 
TO SUMMARIZE what happened: 
the White House press office posted 


on its bulletin board, in answer to a 
reporter's question, a summary of 
comments made in an earlier speech 
b y E c o n o m i c Council Chairman 
Charles L. Schultze on money policy. 
Did you think “ wall posters” were 
unique to Peking? 
It said two things: first, that Burns 
was wrong to fear the money supply 
was growing too fast. And second, the 
stock market had taken a nose dive 
because Burns allowed short-term in­ 
terest rates to climb too fast. 
That’s pretty much what Schultze 
had been saying in speeches. But in 
the form of a White House statement, 
posted for all to see, many reporters

Economy slowdown coni inned 


N EW YO RK (U P I) - A slight rise 
in the unemployment rate and an in­ 
crease in the inflation rate, as mea­ 
sured by the Wholesale Price Index, 
seemed to confirm this week that the 
economy is indeed in a slowdown. 
The jobless rate climb was slight — 
to 7 per cent from 6.9 per cent — but 
was discouraging to the Carter admin­ 
istration's efforts to put more Ameri­ 
cans to work. 
The Wholesale Price Index rose to 
9.6 per cent on an annual basis and 
the rise was caused by surging prices 
for automobiles and rather dramatic 


advances in farm and food prices. 
Farm prices rose 2.4 per cent, re­ 
versing five months of declines, and 
economists predicted another surge 
this month. 


W H ILE TH E wholesale index is not 
the most important inflation barome­ 
ter, the jump was accompanied by 
other discouraging signs. 


For example, the Labor Dept, said 
inflation has wiped out virtually all 
wage increases obtained by workers 
in 1977. .And Hertz Corp., the big auto 
rental and leasing firm, said the cost 


of driving one's car has gone up at 
least 7 per cent in the past year.

No gift tax set on stock purchase 


I recently purchased 400 shares of 
stock iii my name anil the name of 
my son. I paid the total cost and will 
receive and pay tax on all dividends. 
If I sell the stock, I will report and 
pay income tax on the profit. I will 
retain possession of the stock. Have I 
incurred a liability to report the pur­ 
chase on a federal gift tax return? 
Would the same conditions apply lf 
certificates of deposit were bought in­ 
stead of stock?

For a gift to be made, there must 
be a voluntary transfer from the do­ 
nor and acceptance by the donee. No 
taxable gift occurs until the donor has 
relinquished dominion 
and 
control. 
.According to the Washington Society 
of CPAs, no gift results in either the 
purchase of stock or certificates of de­ 
posit in joint names until the co-owner 
draws on the account or sells stock 
for his or her own benefit. In the case 
of the stock, if joint ownership also 
conveys survivorship rights and sale 
of the stock cannot occur without con­ 
sent of your son, then a gift equal to 
one-half of the value of the stock has 
occurred, and your son would be 
liable for income tax on his share of 
dividends received. 
N o 
t a x a b l e 
gift 
occurs 
in 
either case until the value of the 
gift exceeds $3,000 per donee each 
year due to the annual exclusion. 


In December, 1947, I purchased sev­ 
eral thousand E-bonds and elected to 
pay income tax on the interest an­ 
nually for 30 years. When I retired 12 
years ago, I lost duplicate tax returns 
for the period 1948 through 1962 in a 
move. I am considering cashing in the 


E-bonds. How can I demonstrate that 


I have paid all interest each year?

Ordinarily, only income tax returns 
for the past 3 years remain open: 
older returns are exempted through 
the statute of limitations. Even so, I 
recommend that some record of hav­ 
ing filed a return and paid a tax be 
kept forever. Since your early records 
were lost, 
I 
believe 
that 
returns 
since 1963 would amply demonstrate 
payment of income taxes on annual 


interest. Further, this question will 
arise only if your return is selected 
for audit. Thus, I see no reason for 
not cashing the E-bonds and keeping 
all of the proceeds.

in excess of $3,090 are made after 
Dec. 31, 1976.’ If a person has made 
gifts over the $3,000 exemption level 
before Jan. I, 1977, are they counted 
in figuring unified gift-estate taxes?

The tax reform act of 1976 changed 
gift and estate taxes, as noted in my 
previous article. Prior to Jan. I, 1977, 
persons could give more than S3 .OOO 
each year up to an accumulated 
$ 3 0 , 0 0 0 lifetime exemption. This 
$30,000 lifetime exemption no longer 
applies. But, if you gave more than 


$3,000 to a single donee earlier, you 
should have reported it on a gift tax 
return — Form 709. You w;ouId not be 
liable for a gift tax until the total of 
gifts in excess of $3,000 each to all 
donees totaled $30,000.

Baseball draft is 
penny-pinch forum 


by FRED Mc MANE 
NEW YORK — Although surrounded by an elegant 
setting befitting “big spenders,” baseball’s owners 
exercised restraint in their selections at the second 
annual reentry draft Friday and less than a dozen 
players from a list of 89 were likely to strike it rich 
as free agents. 
In the first free agent draft held a year ago, there 
were 13 players who were selected the maximum 
number of times and 12 of those signed multi-year, 
multi-million dollar contracts. But, only seven play­ 
ers were tabbed by the allowable 13 times this year 
as owners obviously decided that too much money 
was spent for too little a year ago. 
, 
For the second year in a row, Cincinnati did not 
participate at all in the draft and Los Angeles and 
Houston surprised by passing up their first round 
choices. The Dodgers and Astros later got into the 
act but not very actively. 
INSTEAD OF GOING for the glamor names on the 
list, the owners pulled a few surprises in their selec­ 
tions. For example, pitchers Ross Grimsley and Doc 
Medich, relief pitchers Rawly Eastwick and Terry 
Forster and outfielder Oscar Gamble were heavily 
pursued in the draft while outfielder Richie Zisk, 
whose asking price is said to have scared off poten­ 
tial buyeis, was not even selected by 13 teams. 
The most sought after commodity turned out to be 
outfielder Lyman Bostock, of the Minnesota Twins. 
Bostock, a .336 hitter with 90 RBIs this past season, 
was the No. I pick in the draft — by the Toronto 
Blue Jays — and also was taken by Oakland, the 
New York Mets, California, the White Sox, Texas, 
Pittsburgh and Baltimore on the first round alone. 
San Diego, Milwaukee, the New York Yankees, 
San Francisco and Kansas City also took negotiation 
rights to tne 27-year-old outfielder. 
“We just plan to sit back, rub our hands and wait 
for the money to fall into them ,” said Bostock’s 
agent, Abdul Jalil. 
GRIMSLEY, GAMBLE, Eastwick, Mike Torrez, 
Larry Bisie and Rich Gossage were the only other 
players on the list to get drafted by as many as 13 
teams. Gossage, however, was taken only once — by 
the New York Yankees — in the first round it could 
be his reported demand for a $2.7 million contract 
turned off many owners. 
Zisk, too, was bypassed in the early going. Cleve­ 
land was the only club to choose him on the first 
round. He eventually was chosen by ll clubs. 
• It could be that Gossage and Zisk priced them­ 
selves out of the market by releasing their salary 
demands,” said Marvin Miller, executive director of 
the Major League Players Assn. 
A perfect example of how some players priced 
themselves out of the market is the case of Dave 
Kingman. Kingman, a power-hitting outfielder-first 
baseman, turned dowTi a substantial offer from the 
New Y’ork Mets earlier this year and went in search 
of the golden rainbow. His trek took him to San 
Diego, California, and back to New York with the 
Yankees, but neither team was willing to meet his 
demands. 
HE DECIDED TO take his chances as a free agent 
but was selected by only six teams. 
On the other hand, Medich, Forster, Grimsley and 
Eastwick may have gotten lucky because of the de­ 
mand for pitchers. None had an All-Star season in 
1977, but ail are better than average and clubs are 
willing to take a chance because of the rarity of 
established pitchers. 
Kansas City, which did not sign a free agent last 
year, did draft some of the top players, including 
Torrez, Hisle, Bostock and Gossage. The Royals 
were hopeful of signing Torrez, who won two games 
in the World Series for the Yankees last month and 
who hails from Topeka, Kan. 
Each dub retained the right to continue negotia­ 
tions with most of its free agents, but if any return 
to their old clubs, it would mark the first time in the 
two years of the draft. 
AGENT JERRY KAPSTEIN said he would not 
rule out that possibility with regard to his clients, 
Brimsley, Gossage and Zisk.

DAVE KINGMAN

“ Kong” Kingman in Wrigley Field next year? It 
just could be. 
It was only late August when big Dave Kingman 
slammed into little infielder Mike Kelleher of the 
Cubs in a slide at Wrigley Field. Cubs’ general man­ 
ager Bob Kennedy said after the incident that King­ 
man would never play in a Cubs uniform. 
But that was August. 


IT IS NOW November, and Friday Kennedy made 
Kong the second Cubs’ pick in baseball’s reentry 
draft, right after picking Minnesota’s Larry Hisle 
No. I. And both Kingman and Kennedy were talking 
as though they’d like to get together. 
Kingman also was drafted by the White Sox, who 
aren’t as interested in him. The Cubs have seen 
Kingman popups turned into home runs by the Wri­ 
gley Field jetstream . 
“After that last visit to Wrigley Field, I heard all 
those quotes from high Cub officials that I’d never 
play in a Cub uniform,” Kingman said by phone 
Friday. “ It seems they have had a change of heart.” 
Kingman, who was picked only by six clubs, de­ 
scribed his reaction to the Cub draft as “one of great 
joy.” He grew up in Mount Prospect, wrhere his 
mother still lives, and he works for United Airlines, 
which has its home office in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


BUCK PEDEN, Cubs public relations director, is­ 
sued a statement for Kennedy, who was unavailable 
for comment. 
“ We need a strong right-handed hitter. Dave King- 
men is one of those hitters,” Kennedy’s statement 
said. “ That’s why we drafted him.” 
“ It’s pretty obvious by drafting Larry Hisle and 
Kingman that he (Kennedy) is interested in getting 
some right-handed power to hit behind Bobby Mur- 
cer.” Peden said. 
The Cubs didn’t sign a free agent last winter, but 
Peden said the Cubs should be more active this time 
around. 


THE CLUB also drafted Richie Zisk of the White 
Sox, another power-hitting right hander, although 
Zisk’s asking price probably will be more than Ken­ 
nedy is willing to pay. 
Pitchers Tom Hausman, Tom Burgmeier, Steve 
Luebber and Terry Forster also were drafted by the 
Cubs, as was veteran catcher Ray Fosse. 
Kingman shunned a lucrative offer from the Mets 
last season and played out his option. He was traded 
to San Diego. He eventually was released by the 
Padres and played briefly with the Angels and Yan­ 
kees. Of those four teams, only the Angels and Mets 
drafted Kingman Friday. Others to tab the big slug­ 
ger were Texas and St. Louis. 
With rumors flying that Hisle and teammate Ly­ 
man Bostock want to go to the same team as a 
package deal, Kingman may end up as the No. I 
hitter sought by Kennedy. 
“ I can't think of a park I’d rather hit in,” King­ 
man said. “I’d seriously consider coming to Chi­ 
cago.” 


Veeck, Hemond go wild

Bill Veeck, perhaps seeking safety in numbers, 
went wild at the baseball reentry draft Friday. Like 
a little boy in a candy store, Veeck and his right 
hand man, Roland Hemond, led all major league 
teams by drafting a total of 42 free agents, almost 
half of the 86 players available. 
Lyman Bostock was the Sox no. I pick but before 
it was all over Vk hours later Veeck had the dis­ 
tinction of being the only club owner to draft such 
notables as former Sox third baseman Bill Melton 
and outfielder Carlos May. 
“ We took Bostock first because we wanted to 
make sure we would have the opportunity to talk to 
him,” said Veeck, who remained in Chicago but kept 
in close contact with Hemond at draft headquarters 
in New York. “Three of the first four teams to pick 
took Bostock. We were afraid if we didn’t draft him 
right away he would be gone by the time we got to 
draft again. 
A PLAYER COULD be drafted by a maximum of 
13 teams, and Bostock was the first to reach that 
number. White Sox outfielder Oscar Gamble was the 
second player to be taken by the maximum number 
of teams. 
“ We got the right to talk to everyone we wanted 
to talk to,” Veeck said. “Some, like Mike Torrez 
(Yankee pitcher) and Larry Hisle (Twins outfielder) 
we knew we couldn’t compete for so we didn’t waste 
a draft pick on them .” 
Yankee pitcher Doc Ellis was the second Sox pick,, 
followed by Twins pitcher Tom Bergmeier, Yankees 
outfielder Ron Blomberg and Indians catcher Bruce 
Bochte. 
THE SOX drafted former Sox reliever Rich Gos­ 
sage on the 22nd round although they don’t figure to 
meet Gossage’s $2.7 million salary request. The Sox 
also were the only team to draft reliever Mike Mar­ 


shall, who was taken on the 38th round. 
Veeck reintererated his interest in signing Oscar 
Gamble and Richie Zisk. Gamble was taken by the 
maximum 13 clubs while Zisk w?as tabbed by nine, 
including the Yankees and Mets. 
“ It will probably be awhile now until we know,” 
said Veeck, who will have to wait while his two slug­ 
gers are wooed by other teams. “ We hope to have 
them both back. I think they both enjoyed playing 
here.” 
ZISK’S AGENT, Jerr Kapstein, said that the fact 
that Zisk was not selected by 13 clubs had nothing to 
do with the alleged high salary demands of the 30- 
year-old outfielder. 
“Richie is a pretty straight guy and he didn’t want 
to play for certain team s,” Kapstein said.

Todd Trautner has grown substan­ 
tially since his family and Arlington 
Heights neighbors saw him seven 
months ago. 
Back in the middle of March, Todd 
was a gangling, 19-year-old with an 
insatiable 
appetite 
for 
adventure. 
Now, 2,600 miles and $2,500 later, he 
has digested an experience that the 
most ambitious do not have courage 
even to dream about. 


Trautner has returned from blazing 
a West Coast path from Mexico to 
Canada on foot. Though the sinews in 
his back and legs resemble reinforced 
steel linings, it wasn’t his body alone 
that was nourished by the hike. 


“ IT WAS AN experience that money 
can’t buy,” Todd said. “ The country, 
the people and the opportunity to get 
to know yourself are all something 
you can't go into a store to buy.” 
The trip was not a lark by a rich, 
Northwest suburban high school drop­ 
out. A year of scheming, scheduling 
and systemizing the Pacific Crest 
Trail preceded the hike. 
“ I ’m ready . . . body, soul and 
mind,’* Todd said the day he boarded 
a train to California. He relied heavily 
on all of these faculties before the 
marathon walk was over. 
“ The first two weeks were the 
roughest,” Todd remembered, rub­ 
bing his calloused hands together. 
“ After the first couple of days, every 
part of my body hurt. I had antici­ 
pated pain during my planning, but

when it actually started, the tempta­ 
tion to quit was unbelievable. 
“ I WAS carrying 90 pounds of gear, 
I had blisters on my feet and an in­ 
flammation of my hips where the 
backpack hit with each step. 
“ Thinking about how homesick I 
was actually helped keep my mind off 
the pain,” Todd said. “ Crying was an. 
other escape.” 
Todd met other hikers who knew 
the logistics of the trail and were ex­ 
perienced in Western backpacking. 
“ People from the West all seem to 
have cultural types of personalities,” 
Todd said. “ Their interests are in 
arts, crafts and religion. Their easy­ 
going nature really gave me encour­ 
agement.” 


TODD BURNED through the $1,800 
he had saved for the excursion with 
most of the money spent for food. 
“ Whenever 
we 
hit 
a 
town, 
we 
splurged,” he said. “ The first thing 
we did was go to a restaurant and or­ 
der something like roast beef, gravy 
and mashed potatoes.” 
It was a welcome change from the 
trail meals that were mainly freeze- 


dried foods such as eggs, hash brown 
potatoes, 
lasagna, 
spaghetti, 
chili, 
noodles, beef stroganoff, chicken and 
turkey stew and macaroni and cheese. 
When 
freeze-dried 
food 
became 
monotonous, Todd switched to a fruits 
and nuts diet of almonds, cashews, 
sunflower seeds, hazel nuts, peanuts, 
pears, apricots, dates, prunes and 
powdered protein. 
Extremes in weather added more 
variety to the hike as 100-degree, sun­ 
baked days were measured against 
zero readings and three feet of snow’. 
“ During one stretch,” Todd said, “ we 
had 110 straight days of sunshine.” 
“ A W O LVERIN E, presently on the 
endangered species list, and a golden 
eagle with an eight-foot wing span (a 
conservative guess) were among the 
wildlife spectators during Todd’s ven­ 
ture. 
While the satisfaction of attaining 
goals and accompishing the task he 
had planned is still fresh in his mind, 
Todd is thinking about the next back­ 
packing trip. 
“ I ’ve heard great timings about the 
Continental Divide hike that includes 
the Rocky Mountains,” he said. “ But 
that may be a few years in the fu­ 
ture.” 
Until then, Todd will relive his 
2.600-mile hike through the Pacific 
Crest Trail with slide presentations 
for various organizations and groups 
interested in outdoor recreation. His 
next audience is the Dist. 214 school 
board staff Monday.

Fishery 
biologists 
have 
stocked 
140,000 channel catfish at 47 public 
fishing areas. The fish are approxi­ 
mately eight inches in length and 
should reach a catchable size by mid­ 
summer or early fall in 1978. 
“ The channel catfish is a very de­ 
sirable sport fish in Illinois,” said 
Mike Contin, supervisor of the D ivi­ 
sion of Fisheries for the Conservation 
Dept. “ However, unlike many other 
sport fish, they do not reproduce well 
in lakes. We must replenish the fish 
from time to time at many of our pub­ 
lic fishing sites.”

REGIO N II (17,400) - Wolf Lake, 
13,000; Lake Milliken (Des Plaines 
Conservetion Area), 1,100; Big Lake

Moraine Hills enjoying success 


How can one judge the success of a 
state park? If such a task is possible, 
then Moraine Hills State Park in 
McHenry County would seem to quali­ 
fy a success. 


In its frist year of operation since 
Oct. 7, 1976, the state’s newest park 
has entertained nearly 471,000 vis­ 
itors, very near the half-million that 
was projected by the Illinois Dept, of 
Conservation 
when the park 
first 
opened. 


If the success of the park is to be 
judged by whether many people used 
and enjoyed it, then it certainly was a 
success. Tim Kielar, ranger at the 
park during its first year of operation, 
said of public reaction, “ Almost all 
the time it’s very positive. They love 
the trails.” 
The park’s ll miles of trails, fishing 
and picnic areas have been designed 
to afford the greatest enjoyment to 
the public while protecting the leath- 
erleaf bog, northern pike marsh and 


glacial lake. The first two are ele­ 
ments in the state’s Nature Preserve 
System. 
Even litter has not been a tre­ 
mendous problem because of the re­ 
spect many of the park’s visitors have 
for its uniqueness. “ Many visitors 
have cleaned up after other more 
swinish park users,” said John B. 
Schweder, site superintendent. 
As at many state parks and con­ 
servation areas, the biggest problem 
seems to be vandalism, Kielar says. 
He estimates that the cost of van­ 
dalism at Moraine Hills during its 
first year of operation was several 
thousand dollars. “ When hooligans at­ 
tached a chain to the front gate and 
tore it loose, it cost $1,000 to repair 
the damage,” he said. Attempts to 
bum down outhouses and rip all the 
screens out of them cost another 
$1,300, he said. At least a dozen park 
signs have been stolen, doors have 
been ripped off outhouses and plexig­ 
lass covers for map boards have been 
Cross country runs toward surprise end 


destroyed, he added. 
A few problems were caused by 
poachers, but Kielar thinks those duck 
hunters who mistakenly hunted in the 
park along the Fox River have been 
either arrested or warned. 
Despite these routine but annoying 
problems, Schweder is optimistic that 
Moraine Hills w ill continue to be a fa­ 
vorite haunt for persons who enjoy 
cross-country skiing, biking, hiking, 
watching wildlife and fishing. Since 
Memorial Day a new concessionaire 
has taken over the existing bait, re­ 
freshment and boat rental business at 
McHenry Dam and expanded it to in­ 
clude bicycle, cross-country ski and 
boat rentals and refreshments at the 
park’s main office. 
A cross-country ski clinic is planned 
for IO a.m. Dec 21 at the park office. 
Only 25 persons will be accepted. If 
sufficient interest is shown future clin­ 
ics w ill be scheduled, Kielar said. 
Those interested in participating in 
the clinic can reserve a spot by call­ 
ing the park office at (815 ) 385-1624.

Stanford leads the Confer­ 
ence with a 4-1 record followed by 
USC, UCLA and Washington at 3-1. 
“ We’re pressing and we have to 
fight our way out of our slump,” said 
second-year USC coach John Robin­ 
son. “ Our defense is playing well 
enough for us to win but we’re just 
not putting enough points on the 
scoreboard. 
“ We haven’t gotten ourselves in this 
position with any lack of effort, 
though. Our players have kept trying. 
Maybe they’ve tried too hard. Every­ 
body on offense wants so badly to 
oome up with the big play that we 
seem to fail because of it. 
“ There are no easy answers but our 
problems aren’t insolvable. We know 
we have to win our next three games. 
If we do, we’ll go to the Rose Bowl.” 


THE TROJANS, who beat Michigan 


at Pasadena last January, are the 
only team among the four contenders 
w’ho have their destiny entirely in 
their own hands. 
If they can beat the other con­ 
tenders in succession — Stanford, 
Washington and UCLA — they’ll be in 
the Rose Bowl for a ninth time in 12 
years. 
USC is 5-3 while Stanford, a 48-24 
loser at home to the Trojans a year 
ago, is 6-2. 


Robinson, a former Oakland Rai­ 
ders’ assistant coach, may not have 
the talent that he felt he had at the 
start of the season. After eight games, 
observers have noted that the Trojans 
are inexperienced, lack team speed 
and don’t have enough super players 
to be ranked among America’s top 
teams. 
During the preseason, Robinson ex­

Benjamin is the country’s leading 
passer with a completion percentage 
of 64.9 per cent. He’s thrown for 16 
touchdowns and 1,878 yards. 
Nelson has run for 742 yards and 
three touchdowns. He’s caught 39 pas­ 
ses for 419 yards and three scores.

Is Deerfield a shoo-in for the sec­ 
tional title today at Veterans’ Acres 
Park? Or can a mighty strong Fremd 
team upset them? Are Deerfield, 
Fremd and Palatine guaranteed three 
of the five qualifying spots for the 
state meet, as most observers con­ 
cede? 


Off past performance, it would 
seem likely that no team entered in 
the Crystal Lake Sectional possibly 
could run with Deerfield, Frefnd and 
Palatine.

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There’s work lo be done, Americans 


His name is a household 
word. His voice is 
instantly recognizable, 
and his most ardent 
followers are those 
middle class Americans 
who take flag waving 
seriously and get a 
lump in the throat 
when they hear a 
patriotic song. 


Paul and Lynne Harvey work as a team — he creates and comments and she uses her business sense to further his career.

Paul Harvey may have seemed an un­ 
likely candidate back in 1933 for becoming 
the bellowing, flag-waving voice of Middle 
America. 


He was just a country boy, struggling 
along with the rest of the country through 
the Depression. But, those lean years in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, as seen through the eyes 
of a 14-year-old champion high school orator 
just breaking into the broadcast business, 
held too much promise to simply be dis­ 
missed as hopeless. 


“ Radio then was where television is now. 
It was new’ and exciting. I was so fas­ 
cinated by it that I used to spend time hang­ 
ing around a control room of a radio 
station in my hometown. I was there so 
often, the station manager just decided to 
put me on the payroll. My duties included 
announcing, sweeping the floors, making 
coffee and making a nuisance of myself.” 


That was 1933, years after Harvey’s 
father, a secretary for the fire and police 
commissioner of Tulsa, was senselessly 
gunned down by outlaws. It was years be­ 
fore Harvey would suddenly thrust himself 


into the surging stream of American life 
and become the conscience and voice of 
Middle America. 


• It is that booming, patriotic bravado of a 
fire and brimstone preacher (that may be 
attributed to the fact that Harvey descended 
from five generations of Baptist ministers) 
along with the direction and support of a 
good w ife that has put Harvey on Page One 
of the Good Life. 


Some five million radio listeners alone 
from Hollywood to Harlem tune in Harvey 
each day for an enthusiastic, evangelistic 
dose of old-fashioned righteousness, giving 
the commentator one of the largest nation­ 
wide followings in the business. 


lie has been dubbed the Last of the 
Mohicans, the surviving American patriot 
w hose life-long slogan has been “big people 
as opposed to big government.^” 


He deeply identifies with the ruggedly 
independent people of the hinterlands who 
“read the Bible, pay their debts and get 
all choked up when they hear their children 
sing ‘My Country Tis of Thee.* ” 
He depends on those Americans for inspi­ 
ration to write the daily digest of news that 
is uniquely Paul Harvey. 


America's farmers need someone to agree 
and argue w ith, congressmen need someone 
to quote and the silent majority needs a voice 
which, for openers, always hits like a pipe 
organ w ith "Hello, Americans.” 


A bit of down-home philosophy, maybe a 
rapid-fire pitch to champion a good cause, 
a turn to Page Two, some hard news sand­ 
wiched between colorful human-interest 
items, and before you know it, Harvey 
has you talking back to your radio. 


The beneficiaries of his carryings-on might 
be the Veterans of Foreign Wars or mother­ 
hood His victims have ranged from Harry 
S Truman, when at the height of his national 
esteem Harvey called him ‘‘not an exemplary 
President,” to Richard M. Nixon. 


Harvey conservatively supported the Viet­ 
nam war effort, in a hawk like manner 
until suddenly in 1966 he shocked his closest 
fans by advocating complete withdrawal of 
troops. The noted broadcast began: “Mr. 
President, I love you, but you are wrong.” 


Just as Harvey has always been unpre­ 
dictable, he has sometimes been wrong. Like 
the time he speculated that an upstart in 
the entertainment world named Elvis Presley 
wouldn’t last more than a year. And at 
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is there to do 


times, he has been controversial. During 
the 1950s. Harvey made Communism his 
prime target for criticism, all the while 
maintaining a close friendship with the 
fanatical Sen. Joseph McCarthy. 


Those were the days, the six-foot two- 
inch Tulsan said, when you could more 
easily put your finger on things, when you 
could more easily guess what most people 
were thinking. 


A lot has changed since those frenzied 
Cold War days. Communism is no longer the 
threat it was and today the American people 
are their ow n w orst enemy, he said. 


Harvey's forty-four year career in broad­ 
casting has spanned some three generations. 
He commands a stronger more powerful 
audience now than he ever did. His com­ 
mentaries appear daily in IOO syndicated 
television markets and on 675 ABC affiliated 
radio stations, plus 400 American Forces 
Radio stations around the world, and thrice- 
weekly in 300 newspaper columns through­ 
out the country. 
An estimated 1.5 million people tune in to 
Harvey's five-minute early morning news­ 
casts and some 3.9 million listeners take in 
his 15-minute mid day broadcast. He prides 
himself on the fact that he has more morning 
listeners in New' York than Walter Cron- 
kite commands in that same area with the 
nightly news. 
But, there is nothing that will humble the 
big man from Oklahoma faster than the 


thought of how many lives he touches w ith 
his daily commentaries. 
Harvey is abashed at the thought that he 
is a favorite American household abrasive, 
is comfortable with being called a one-man 
network but feels it is presumptuous to be 
labeled the Voice of the Silent Majority. 


“After all/* Harvey said in an off-air voice 
that would have you think he was at a micro­ 
phone. “ It would seem to me that the major­ 
ity is silent because it doesn t w ant a voice.” 


And yet, the belief that he speaks out for 
someone, somewhere is what keeps the 58- 
year-old broadcast commentator spry, ener­ 
getic and conscientious. 


He maintains a rigorous work schedule 
that has him up each day at about 4 a m. 
and arriving soon afterward by limousine at 
the Stone Container Building and ABC studios 
at 190 N. State St. His radio commentaries 
in Chicago were once heard on WLS, but he 
recently switched from the predominantly 
rock station to the country music station 
WJJD, where he felt he would be more at 
•.home. 


His weekly duties include writing eleven 
radio scripts, five television scripts and three 
newspaper columns, to which he receives 
more than 1,000 letters in response every 
week. 
Exaspirating and exhilarating is what 
describes Harvey best in those early morning 
hours when a groggy city stirs from its 
sleep. There is the constant checking of the 
wire services, taking information from 
stringers over the telephone and running 
his fingers machine gun style over the 
typewriter keys. 
“I don’t feel like I’ve worked a day in 
my life — I love what I’m doing that much. 
And, this may sound silly, but I just can’t 
wait to get up at 4 a m. each day and get 
to work at my typewriter.” 


“ I think we all worry about the well 
running dry at times, but when you have 
200 million Americans writing for you, it s 
hard to run dry.” 
Like a gourmet chef, Harvey says he salts 
and peppers the news every day to make it 
more palatable. He comments on the Bert 
Lance affair one minute, then eases into a 
short line about the divorce of an enter­ 
tainer and*his w ife the next and wraps it up 
in the same breath with the announce­ 
ment of an Iowa couple’s seventy-fifth 
w edding anniversary. 


Much of the copy is spontaneous. It is all 
written by Harvey and it goes on the air 
without any interference from the network 
— the kind of freedom and power that no 
other broadcast commentator in the country 
has ever enjoyed. 


The greetngs like “Good Morning. America” 
and “Page Two’’ were natural developments 
of the Harvey style. “ I ve always read my 
own commercials during my commentaries 
and I needed a way to distinguish between 
my copy and the sponsor s message for the 
listener.” 


“Jergen’s Lotion has been with us eighteen 
years, Bankers Life and Casualty, twenty- 
five. I don t do a commercial for anything 
I w ouldn’t use or believe in myself.” 


Few commentators do their own commer­ 
cials today and even fewer work miles apart 
from their netw ork bosses, bringing to the air 
comments that are uncensored. 


“The networks w ill probably never allow' 
another Paul Harvey, although I d like to 
think there will be other commentators 
like me.” 


But, during the years, Harvey has stead­ 
fastly refused to move his business to New 
York. “New York is so dreadfully provincial. 
People there think they’re all there is to 
this country because all of the major news

media is centered there and it is the hub of 
all the news. 


“But, my home has always been Chicago. 
I have to stay here to keep a perspective 
on things, to keep a finger on the pulse of 
America, which isn’t as easy a job as it 
used to be,” he said, wrinkles folding in 
his broad forehead. 


“You see. people have changed,” he said, 
leaning forward to underscore the point he 
was about to make. “ In the thirties we were 
concerned about surviving the Depression. 
After that, it was the wars and Communism. 
Then it was the hypocrisy of the do-your-ow n 
thing sixties. Now we are at peace and a 
basically good government bares bountiful 
fruit. People have gotten fat and lazy and 
have taken to allowing the government do 
everything for them. Enthusiasm for hard 
w ork has become a premium. 
“That’s why the number of help wanted 
ads in the newspapers have increased and 
why a record 13 million people are on un­ 
employment or welfare. It s a sickness we 
won t survive unless someone turns it all 
around fast.” 
The solution to the problem lies in this 
country's youth and in the families, Harvey 
believes. 


“I could never have faced the awesome 
responsibility of my job alone or gotten as 
far as I have w ithout my family,” said Har­ 
vey, speaking foremost of his petite and 
personable wife of 36-years, Lynne, whom 
he affectionately calls Angel. 


“She is the ultimate feminine being who 
wears her Phi Beta Kappa key in her shoe,” 
Harvey has said of his wife and he tells you 
straight out, “She’s the best thing that ever 
happened to me.” 


She is the beauty and business brains be­ 
hind the Paul Harvey operation — the Angel 
who has protected his growth, the good wom­ 
an behind the man, the force behind the 
voice that entertainer Danny Thomas once 
said sounded like that of God s. 


They met in St. Louis where Harvey was 
director of special events and a roving re­ 
porter for KXOK and Lynne was an English 
teacher w ith degrees from Washington Uni­ 
versity. He proposed on their first date and 
she accepted. 


Harvey was assigned to do broadcasts 
from Haw aii as the U.S. Navy began to con­ 
centrate its fleet in the Pacific in 1940 and 
found himself grazing the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor on his way home from the 
task. After his stint in the army air corps, 
Mrs. Harvey encouraged her husband to 
move to Chicago, a town that was live with 
news and, then, the hub of the radio in­ 
dustry. 


“I was scared about coming to the big 
city, but Angel had all the foresight and 
the daring to make the move,” Harvey 
said, gesturing toward his wife to hold her 
hand. The two are as openly romantic as 
high school sweethearts. 
“ I remember sitting on a bench overlook­ 
ing Belmont Harbor near to where we had 
first moved and looking out on the city’s 
skyline, wondering w hether we could make 
it. Angel simply told me we could, that if I

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'Young Paul’ Is not quite ready 
to follow in his father’s footsteps 


The father secretly hopes his son will take 
over the “ old man’s business,” while the son 
struggles to maintain his own identity. 


So it is with Paul Harvey and Paul Harvey 
Jr. 


“ Like any father who loves his work as 
much as I do, I, of course, would like to. 
see my son take over,” Paul Sr. says. “ But 
w e’ll just have to wait and see.” 


Paul Jr. — who goes by the name Paul 
Aurandt, using the family’s actual last name 
— has come closer lately to fulfilling his 
father’s dream. He has written a sequel to 
a book written by his father years ago and 
has taken on the additional task of writing 
the copy for Paul Sr.’s historical broad­ 
casts. 


Aurandt’s book, “ The Rest of the Story” 
will be a fam iliar title to many Harvey 
fans. It is the same title Harvey Sr. used 
for his book, a collection of anecdotes of 
American historical events and personalities, 
and for the special nightly boardcasts he 
Started during the Bicentennial. 


Aurandt’s “ The Rest of the Story” is writ­ 
ten in a distinctive Harvey style that he 
first copied then mastered and has since 
varied and expanded upon. 


Harvey originally wrote the book and 
radio broadcasts “ The Rest of the Story” 
in hopes of offering short story after short 
story of little know n facts about the American 
past. 


When his schedule became too tight for 
him to continue the project, Paul Jr. en­ 
tered the picture. 


“ My mother had suggested that it be con-

tinued as a regular radio series, but my 
father said he didn’t have the time to write 
another set of radio scripts each week. 


“ I had a free week on my hands so I locked 
m yself up in this room (the piano room) 
with my father’s book, a yellow marking 
pencil and a stop watch, like a fool. I had 
never written anything before and I was wor­ 
ried. But I was able to pick up where my 
father’s script left off and began writing 
in the same style so that it would blend un­ 
noticed.” 


The writing endeavor has brought father 
and son closer together, although Aurandt 
insists that his involvement with his father’s 
trade will be limited since his first love con­ 
tinues to be music. 


“ I might have gotten interested in music 


because of something inherent, because my 
parents are interested in music and be­ 
cause my father loves to sing,” Aurandt 
said. “ But, the piano served more of a neces­ 
sity in my life, grow ing up in a community 
w here my father was well known. 


“ In order to find and reenforce my own 
identity I had to find something else, some­ 
thing separate from his writing. When you 
don’t even have your own name and you’re 
number two, you get a complex about who 
you are,” he said. 


“ My fascination w ith music began when a 
classmate of mine played a piece on the 
piano at school. I went out and bought the 
music and came home and taught myself 
how to play it on the piano. My fascination 
and love of the instrument never stopped. 


“ The piano had been my friend for a very 
long time, particularly during my youth 
when my father was away from home a lot. 
It had been too much a part of me to simply 
walk away from it. So, I relate to life as a 
musician, not a writer.” 


Aurandt is a stunning young man who 
towers three inches over his six foot, two 
inch father. His balding head and deep, 
warm eyes create a mystic aura becoming 
of a maestro. 


He is generous with his time, open with 
his feelings, and hospitable in the typical 
Harvey manner. 


“ Young Paul,” as Harvey calls him, ad­ 
mits to having many basic differences with 
his father on such things as religion, movies 
and politics. Each respects the other’s opinion, 
and the verbal debates are more construc­ 
tive and intellectually stimulating than any­ 
thing else, both agree. 


Aurandt, who attented Chicago Music 
College, has been on the concert tour cir­ 
cuit the past eleven years and plans to re­ 
sume his tour in the spring. 


However, the fact that Aurandt’s type­ 
writer is nestled comfortably next to the 
grand piano in his parent’s music room says 
something about his conviction to both arts. 


Yet he is quick to point out, “ Anything I 
am able to write grows out of a tempera­ 
ment that is musical. It is of the same men­ 
tality and the same substance. I believe 
the writer needs a lot of what the musician 
has and that the musician needs a lot of 
what the writer is capable of.” 


There is unmistakable evidence that both 
Harvey and his wife, Lynne, see the hope of 
the future in their son. 


And, now, with the father-son writing en­ 
deavor, their bond is stronger than ever, 
especially with Aurandt and his New Zea­ 
land bride of one year moving into a lovely 
English abode next door. 


“ It’s nice to have this time together now, 
working on something mutual. When I was 
young, my father wasn’t home that often 
and I missed that. But, I’m lucky at my age 
to have a father who I can approach and en­ 
joy on an intellectual basis,” Aurandt said. 


“ Out of that relationship we are all stimu­ 
lated. The family has always been that way. 
We are each other’s strength.” — D.M .

believed in myself, I could accomplish any­ 
thing,” he said. 
The first days in Chicago weren't easy and 
a job was hard to find. After filling in for 
newscasters, Harvey landed his own daily 
newscast on WENR-TV, then an ABC out­ 
let. A year later, he had established such 
an intense following, that ABC affiliates 
were demanding that the network retain 
Harvey as a regular commentator. 
Heading his newscast nightly from the 
Merchandise Mart was part of Harvey’s 
Career that his wife made certain she was 
part of. 
“I remember those days like they were 
yesterday,” Mrs. Harvey said. “I was preg­ 
nant with our only child, Paul Jr., and I 
used to ring the gong at the opening of the 
broadcast. I was always ready to substitute 
for him if it was necessary, but it never 
was. He never missed a broadcast. Even 
when he had the mumps once — he broad­ 
casted from home.” 
“ He didn’t care to go big time. Paul was 
content w ith the small city broadcasts. But, 
I told him he'd be sorry if we didn't at least 
try. I was alw ays confident he w ould become 
a network new s commentator,” she said. 
And so, Harvey’s gregarious wife is now 
in partnership with her husband — execu­ 
tive producer and president of Paulynne 
Inc., vice president of Paul Harvey Products, 
that includes his records and books, and 
editor and accountant for Paul Harv ey News. 
She travels with her husband, produces 
• his television commentaries, arranges his 
schedule, plans his books and albums, and 
helps to keep him fashionably dressed. 
Harvey has been doing his coast-to-coast 
new's and commentary for ABC since 1944 
in the rock em, sock ’em style that he car-, 
lied over to television ten years ago at the 
prodding of his wife. 
“ I told him that if he could give me five 
television pilots of his commentaries that I 
could sell them and I did,” Angel said. “It 
was a way to keep the network from pres­ 
suring him about moving East.” Ironically, 
although the Harveys’ base is Chicago his 
television broadcasts are not carried in the 
metropolitan area.

The Harveys have gone to great lengths 
to insure a life long stay in Chicago. Al­ 
though Harvey is off on a Lear jet about 
twice each week to speaking engagements 
all over the country, where his show busi­ 
ness styled fundamentalism grosses an im­ 
pressive $5,000 a night, he makes it clear 
that his home is in River Forest, an affluent 
sister of Oak Park. 
I 
Home for the Harveys, during the past few 
decades, has been a continental, twenty-two 
room estate, much of which is tastefully 
decorated in pink, green and w hite. 


The home is structured for business as 
w ell as for living and relaxation, Mrs. Harvey 
has seen to that. The first floor below' ground 
level is devoted to research and the typing of 
Harvey’s radio and television scripts. It is a 
workshop in contract to the second floor on 
the main level formally decorated for re­ 
ceiving guests. 
The green music room on the main floor 
belongs to Harvey’s son, Paul Jr., a concert 
pianist nearing 30, who is his father’s pride 
and joy and most recently, his writing com­ 
panion. 


The third floor is the family’s living quar­ 
ters and the fourth floor is devoted to ac­ 
counting and the business aspect of the Paul 
Harvey operation which Angel takes control 
of. 
harvey’s abode, as un-Middle American 
as it might seem, plays an important role 
in helping the master maintain his ‘‘grass­ 
roots” perspective on life. 
“Sitting across the dinner table from my 
son every night has better helped me under­ 
stand the youth of this country. I have aired 


my feelings and arguments with my son and 
my wife. It is the w ay I keep in touch,” Har­ 
vey said. 
rn 
Another member of the family — a rela­ 
tive of Lynne’s referred to simply as “Aunt 
Betty” — also gets into the act when Harvey 
needs someone to “bounce things off of.” 
“When I’m not sure what position I’ll take, 
I just think about how Aunt Betty would 
feel about the issue, or whether she would 
understand or even care about what I’m 
writing.” 
The ability to alter his opinion and change 
with the times is what has kept Paul Har­ 
vey fresh. “I used to think of myself as a 
philosophical conservative but now’ I’m not 
sure anymore,” he said. 


His heroes once included J. Edgar Hoover 
and Winston Churchill. But, there are no 
more individual heroes anymore, Harvey 
said, “and now my heroes are alternative 
. energy sources, harnessing the tides and the 
winds, solar energy and space discovery.” 
His flag waving and patriotism have not only 
garnered him a large audience but have 
brought Harvey recognition from all cor­ 
ners of the U.S. 
His commentaries have been written into 
the Congressional Record ninety-four times; 
he has received nine honorary degrees, he 
has been given the key to the city by 500 
communities. He was a runner-up in the 1969 
Gallup Poll’s list of America’s Most Admired 
Men, has been considered a candidate for 
the presidency and has been listed among 
the country’s “Ten Best Dressed Men.” 
Yet, Paul Harvey remains just an average 
kind of American with a soft spot in his 
heart for the country that has given him 


the chance to make good and prove, once 
again, that the Horatio Alger dream still 
comes true. 
“I’ve always thought that a country worth 
dying for in wartime was worth working for 
in peacetime. It would be awful to let the 
country go by default at this point.” 
In his estimation, there is still plenty of 
work to be done and Harvey keeps on grind­ 
ing away without letting up. 
In brief moments of free time he’s been 
known to golf and tend to his hobby of build­ 
ing remote-control model airplanes. He jogs 
daily after work, before retiring, which is 
always before 8:30 p.m. He says he finds it 
difficult to take a vacation, although he 
periodically visits his Missouri farm, the 
Reveille Ranch. “Now what would I do with 
all that free time, sitting with a fishing pole 
in my hand when I d rather by typing.” And. 
occasionally, you can catch him bellowing 
in his baritone voice, singing his heart out 
for the love of music. 
But, mostly, ifs work — pure, hard work. 
There is no way he will consider retiring 
from his on-going love affair w ith work, news 
and the American stream of consciousness. 
“Retirement is just practicing up to be dead. 
They could never keep me down,” he says 
in that familiar Tulsa twang with the vigor 
of a young man and the sparkle of a child 
in his blue eyes. 
“I hope I make some meaningful con­ 
tribution. And, for myself,” Harvey ponders 
a second, “well, I hope that thirty years 
from now’ they will be calling me the Arthur 
Fiedler of radio news commentary. 
“I’d like that. That’s the way I would like 
to be remembered.” §

A sane asylum. 
Friends and colleagues of Dr. Darold 
Treffert pleaded with him to change the 
name. Asylum is a horrible word, abandoned 
long ago for more aware terms like “in­ 
stitute,” they said. It would never go over 
well. 
Still Treffert, director of Wisconsin's Win­ 
nebago Mental Health Institute, is proceed­ 
ing full speed to open his asylum “for the 
worried well, before they become worried 
sick.” 
He plans to open a comfortable, dormitory- 
style facility in the Chicago-Milwaukee area 
within two years. It will be a pastoral 
place where the troubled, frenzied and 
emptied souls can take refuge from the 
pressured pace of the outside and quietly 
rearrange their priorities. 
It will be a retreat/oasis/counseling center 
where someone can spend a weekend or 
five days involved in a leisurely schedule 
of self-help and self-expression activities. 


Most of all, said Treffert, he hopes it will 
plant seeds which someday will blossom 
into a meaningful life for the participants. 


“ Meaningful defined in their terms — not 
in ours,” he said. 
“Asylum, whatever meaning that term has 
come to have, was defined originally, and 
still is, simply as ‘a place of security and 
retreat,’ ” he explained in defense of his 
unconventional choice of name. 


Treffert came up with the sane asylum 
concept a little over a year ago, while 
flipping through the pages of the Winnebago 
Institute’s history, where he has been direc­ 
tor for fifteen years. 


It was established IOO years ago as the 
Northern Asylum for the Insane. 


The founders, he said, saw an asylum as 
a refuge for “people with hopes once bright 
now dashed, people whose ambitions lure 
beyond strength and people with affection 
ripened only to be blasted.” 


They chose a pastoral setting, away from 
“hustle and commotion” because it would be 
good for those with “ broken spirits” to be 
in sunshine, fresh air and near nature, he 
said. 


“As I sit in this chair IOO years later, 
I see the same need. If that concept of a place 
of security and retreat applied then, it ap­ 
plies now with a world of even more hustle 
and bustle.” 


However, he sees the sane asylum as more 
than just a retreat. It would be a place 
not to get away from one’s problems, but 
to deal with them. 


He calls it an intensification of the retreat 
concept. 


“There are many retreats around — but 
all merchandise one thing, whether its T A. 
(transactional analysis), T M. (transcenden­ 
tal meditation) or organic foods . . .” Tref­ 
fert said, “But one size doesn’t fit all.” 


His sane asylum will allow guests to in­ 
vestigate all those areas and more, while 


allowing them time for introspection too, he 
said. 
They will be able to check in without reser­ 
vation twenty-four hours a day, and stay for 
one day or eight. The cost probably will be 
less than $25 a day, he said. There will be 
room for 30 to IOO persons at any time. 


Guests will help cook and clean, in an 
effort to keep the atmosphere informal and 
distinct from a resort. 
They will have opportunities to wrestle 
with their problems in solitude or to talk 
them out with a psychiatrist, therapists or 
even another guest. 


“We can learn from others w ho have gone 
through what we’ve gone through,” Tref­ 
fert said. 
He does not expect the guests to live happily 
ever after, to find all the answers to life­ 
long questions after just a weekend at the 
asylum. However, he said, a person can 
turn himself around in a short period of 
time. 


“ If someone is at a crisis point, some­ 
times a time out helps,” he explained. 
“My job . . . with this type of patient is 
not so much getting a person to arrive at a 
goal. It’s more for setting a compass, re­ 
directing his life.” 
He has been working with people who have 
reached those crisis points during the fall, 
in a smaller version of the sane asylum. 


While awaiting materialization of the asy­ 
lum, he has set up several specialized week­ 
end workshops at the Green Lake Center in 
Green Lake, W is. 
The American Baptist campgrounds have 
houses and dormitories where participants 
stay while trying to cope with the empty 
nest syndrome, the recent loss of a mate, 
the harried life of a housewife. 


Each week, the program is aimed at a 
specific group, Treffert said. When the sane 
asylum is constructed — with funds from 
various foundations — it will have programs 
to deal with all those problems at any time. 


A crisis hits, a time out is needed, he 
said, when a person realizes the American 
Dream is really what he terms the “Ameri­ 
can Fairy Tale.” 
Treffert described the American Fairy Tale 
in the American Medical Journal three years 
ago as a dream which ultimately drains the 
meaning out of peoples’ lives. 


The fairy tale says happiness is material 
possessions and the more one has, the happier 
he is. It says happiness is what you do, 
not w hat you are. 
It says happiness is looking, thinking and 
acting “normal” — just like everyone else. 


Or mental health — “Which I suppose is 
true, except it is too often defined as the 
absence of problems,” Treffert said. “ It’s 
not the absence of problems, but the ability 
to cope with problems.” 
When the American Dream falls through 
for someone, when the false meaning he 
has pumped into his existence is gone, a

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Wombs on Wheels: a new folk art

In its wildest dreams — which in the past 
have produced the tailfin, the ineffective 
wrap-around bumper, the gas guzzler, the 
spongy ride, the fabric-covered ‘ hardtop*’ 
and other oddities of engineering — De­ 
troit’s auto industry never envisioned the 
modern phenomenon of the van. 
Today an art form, a cultural landmark 
and a sociological sensation, this boxy and 
once strictly utilitarian vehicle stands a 
good chance of becoming the symbol of the 
1970s. 
Only a few years ago it functioned as a 
kind of covered pickup truck, with the en­ 
gine tucked under the cab to provide the 
shortest overall length for city maneuver­ 
ing and parking. Plumbers, florists and 
sm art little boutiques bought most of them. 
There 
was 
an 
earlier 
modification, 
inspired by Germany’s Volkswagen Micro­ 
bus, w hich w as essentially a van with seats 
and w indows, ideal for big families, trans­ 
porting Cub Scouts and a variety of other 
services. Some couples even lived in their 
VW buses on the road, a sensible practice 
Which, however, made the young people 
suspect to the square population. Anybody 
who slept in a VW bus was a hippy. 
Nevertheless, Detroit saw the possibilities 
and adapted its commercial vans, adding 
seats, w indows, inches of body length, more 
muscular engines and fancier upholstery. 
Still, the most significant era was yet to 
come. While families bought the newer 
vans w ith widows and all that grand space, 
young men seemed more interested in the 
commercial, w indowless model. Californians 
pioneer this somewhat contradictory revo­ 
lution. which has produced today’s millions 
Of vehicles designed on the inside for pri­ 
vacy, and on the outside for pizzazz. 
Few’ have followed this phenomenon more 
carefully than Terry Cook, editorial staff 
Writer for Car and Driver magazine. His 
new book on the subject, “ Vans and the 
Truckin' Life,” w ith photos by Jim Williams, 
is almost definitive. (Harry N. Abrams, 
Inc. cloth cover, $18.50; paper, $9.95). 
Yet his is but one of at least fifteen 
books on vans and “vannin” or “ truckin'* 
already on the market. Twenty-one maga­ 
zines now devote a major section or all 
Of their content to van design, decoration, 
adaptation, engineering and events. 
Accessories are manufactured in twenty- 
seven of the states and Canada, with IOO 
suppliers in California alone. Whatever you 
need to customize a van can be purchased 
in thirty-seven states and Canada, again 
With California in the van. Just about as 
Widespread and available are shops that w ill 
do the w hole customizing for you. 
And what might this customizing be? On 
the outside, perhaps a full-length nude be­ 
side a waterfall, Rubens’ ‘‘Rape of the 
Daughters of Leucippus,” airbrushed and 
handpainted Imaginary, fantastic or mytho­ 
logical scenes and creatures. Free form de­ 
signs. Scrolled legends. 
Windows? Yes, but for the most part 
small, with odd shapes, such as teardrop. 
At first curtained-again, for privacy — now' 
they're more apt to be covered by one-way 
mirror film, sometimes just reflective, other 
times w ith a woodland scene or seascape. 
They reduce glare and heat, enable occu­ 
pants to see out and keep others from seeing 
in. 
Inside, van art can achieve its zenith, or 
nadir, depending on your aesthetic standards. 
Varieties of decor are endless, but the pre­ 
dominant theme is plush: enveloping soft­ 
ness, including wall coverings, with a bed 
as the principal artistic and functional object. 
As one example, in a prizewinning Indiana 
van: completely cushioned driver s compart­ 
ment with welded and chromed chain-link 
Steering wheel; custom highback seats with 
stereo speakers built into the w rap around 
“seat e ars;” control console for CB radio, 


quadraphonic tape and all other electronics. 
Moving back into the van, there is diamond- 
quilted crushed velvet throughout in white, 
orange and gold; a rotating, circular bed 
beneath a mirrored ceiling, and a suspended, 
light-reflecting ball. The ow ner of this vehicle 
did all the cosmetic work himself. 
Does this mean that a girl who accepts 
a date with a vanner means she expects to 
go to bed w ith him? Not so, answers author 
Cook, who believes that any commitment to 


sex has nothing to do with the vehicle, 
though a proper (or improper) van does 
make it more comfortable. 
However, parents tend to be suspicious of 
any young man who comes to pick up 
their daughter in a van that is substantially 
one big bed. Hence the term, “sinbins.” 
American manufacturers made and sold 
350,000 vans in 1973. By 1976 the figure 
had increased to 600,000, and it has gone 
higher since. 


To meet the specific demand, Detroit now 
offers models for 1978 with better built-in 
stereo sound systems, phased-in speakers, 
also cruise control, improved air condition­ 
ing, more luxurious seats and a completely 
redesigned and much more complete instru­ 
ment panel. 
Vans tend to be gas guzzlers, which is a 
point against them. But already Chrysler 
products (Dodge, Plymouth) offer a four- 
speed manual overdrive transmission, which 
also is available on the 1978 Fords. 
A newr development, also originated in 
California and something of a cosmetic 
contradiction, is the “picture window,” 
which is vertical, about 25 or 30 inches 
wide by 40 inches tall. This usually is near 
the front of the van, on the side, and away 
from the bed, which traditionally is in the 
rear. With swivel chairs and a coffee table, 
the motif suggests a tiny living rom and 
bay window; another homey touch. 
Van gatherings tend to be orderly events, 
unlike muscle car rodeos of the 1960s or rock 
concerts. Those in 1977 have been attracting 
tw ice the attendance of the same gatherings 
a year earlier. The summer truck-in at 
Monticello, Ind., drew 6,600 vans, according 
to an aerial count. 
Unlike a car, a van is parked backward 
at a drive-in movie. That way, a couple 
can recline on the bed, open the rear double 
doors and watch the picture, if the weather 
is mild.

crisis is reached until he replaces it with 
something truly meaningful, he said. 


And therein lies the *eal, deep down pur­ 
pose of Treffert s asylum. He wants to help 
people find the road to meaningful lives. 


Although different pei•sons define meaning­ 
ful in different ways, T effert said there is a 
general prescription. 


He found it best dest ribed in a statem ent 
drawn up by drug a1 users at Mendocino 
Hospital. Calif., and adopted by drug abusers 
in Winnebago Institute s program : 


“The cure for drug abuse is a m eaning­ 
ful life. But the creation of a meaningful 
life is a goal for all of us. whether we 
abuse drugs or not. We assum e it should 
have some of the follow ing characteristics: 


• It should have some warm. human re­ 
lationships; 


• It should have in t the opportunity for 
self-expression and honesty without penalty; 


• It should have a sense of structure and 
hope1 for the future; 


• It should provide a sense of belonging 
to something larger than oneself that is 
w orthw hile. .. whether it be God or Peace; 


• It should be a life that one has made 
through one s own efforts.” 


“ That reflects where I'm at in my think­ 
ing,” Treffert said. 


As a m an who is constantly searching for 
ways to help others lind meaning in their 
lives, the meaning iii his lite is “ heavily 
invested in the peop.e I live with — my 
family.

“ The things most sustaining to people are 
w arm relationships w ith each other.” 


With his time-absorbing career, he finds it 
a constant struggle to “ practice what I 
preach” to take tim e out to reassess, re­ 
vitalize and redirect himself. 


When someone does not take the time, 
even after a crisis hits, he risks stepping 
over the line from worried well to worried 
sick. Treffert said. 


He suddenly m ay find himself lost in a 
life of m eaningless routine. He may turn 
to drugs or alcohol. Or his problems may 
lead to a nervous breakdown, a family break­ 
up or suicide. 


Maybe the sane asylum will serve as a 
stopgap when those hard times hit, he 
said. 


“The impact on hospital admissions, family 
break-ups and even suicide, with such a 
small investment, might be large. 


“ But more than that, it would more hon­ 
estly, more boldly, and more humbly ac­ 
knowledge that each of us, at some points 
in our lives, have our own private breaking 
point and a private need to retreat, recharge 
and recoup.” §

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Old Sturbridge Village authentically recreates 


early New England villages where our forefathers 
broke bread during the first Thanksgivings.

Most of the holidays we celebrate each 
year are associated with places, people and 
events. Wouldn't these holidays be more 
meaningful if we could spend them in the 
places where the people lived and the events 
Occurred? 
Imagine celebrating St Patrick's Day in 
Dublin or being in Bethlehem on Christmas 
Day or spending the Fourth of July in Phila­ 
delphia 
Thanksgiving is just a little more than 
two weeks away. It's a day when thoughts 
turn to the hard times of America’s early 
settlers and their joy over the first bounti­ 
ful harvest. The place to spend Thanks­ 
giving then, is where our forefathers first 
lived — Massachusetts. 
Although Plymouth is the actual site of 
the first Thanksgiving in 1621. turkey day 
is also a special day at a place 75 miles 
inland That place is Old Sturbridge Village 
and while it misses the first Thanksgiving 
by more than a century it makes up for 
this fact by being the most authentically 
recreated New England village of early 
America 
Step inside the village and you will begin 
to lose track of time — days, years and 
even centuries. Old Sturbridge Village is a 
living museum of New England rural life 
from 1790 to 1840. Nearly forty buildings 
from this period were acquired from through­ 
out New England and relocated here They 
are all authentically furnished with the 
tools, utensils, textiles, furniture and decor 
of this period. 
But Old Sturbridge Village is not a museum 
behind glass. Life goes on here just as it 
did during the fifty years following the 
American Revolution Village staff members, 
called interpreters, wear period costumes 
and go about the everyday chores of rural 
village life in New England — driving the 
oxen, spinning wool, baking bread, operat­ 
ing the old printing press, dusting off the 
shelves at the Country Store Visitors are 
free to walk about and observe all this 
activity, even talk to the interpreters to ask 
them what it s like to live in the days of 
early America. 
Thanksgiving is a highlight of the year at 
Old Sturbridge Village just as it was in early 


America. For three days prior to Thanks­ 
giving the women of Old Sturbridge Village 
are busy cooking The Salem Towne House, 
Fitch House and the Freemen Farmhouse 
are filled with the fragrances of freshly- 
baked bread, plum pudding and minced 
meat pies. Visitors can walk about and 
observe these dem oast rat ions (rf early 19th 
Century Thanksgiving dinner preparations. 
The women w ill be using recipes from such 
practical old New England housekeeping 
books as “American Frugal Housewife” 
which w as published in 1832. 


Old Sturbridge V illage is a m useum of Early Am erican buildings and custom s. O rig­ 
inal 18th and 19th Century buildings surround the com m ons area of the town. 


Hungry visitors shouldn't become too pre­ 
occupied with all these meal preparations 
unless they have been exceedingly wise and 
have planned ahead. Reservations for the 
annual Thanksgiving dinner at the Village 
Tavern are already filled In fact they are 
usually filled by early April although the 
village does take names for its waiting list 
in case cancellations occur If you are not 
lucky enough to get a reservation this year 
the village will begin taking reservations for 
Thanksgiving 1978 as soon as Thanksgiving 
1977 is over (contact the Coordinator of

at the Village Tavern there are plenty of 
other things to capture your interest on 
Thanksgiving Day at Old Sturbridge Village.

a picnic lunch at any of the picnic benches 
in the village, have soup and a sandwich 
at midday at the Tavern, or buy fresh- 
baked goods at the Village Bake-House. 
There are also a variety of restaurants in 
and around the contemporary village of 
Sturbridge, M ass. just a short distance away. 
While Thanksgiving is a special time of 
the year at Old Sturbridge Village visitors 
can take in the ongoing activities at the 
village alm ost any day of the year. The 
village is open daily except for Christm as 
and New Y'ear’s days Ju st an hour s drive 
southwest of Boston. Old Sturbridge Village 
is located on Rte. 20 a mile from the junction 
of 1-88 and the M assachusetts Turnpike. In 
November and March the village is open 
from 9:30 a rn. to 4:30 p m and from Decem­ 
ber through February it is open from IO a rn. 
to 4 p.m. weekdays and until 4:30 p m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. 
The 200-acre village attracted 630,000 visi­ 
tors last year For its day to day operation 
it depends on adm ission fees of $4.50 for 
adults and $2 for youths 6 to 14. For long 
range growth and expansion of program s the 
village depends on endowment grants and the 
support of its m em bers. Those patrons who 
have enrolled in the “ Friends of Old Stur­ 
bridge Village'* are entitled to free ad ­ 
mission. quarterly publications, field trips 
and discounts at the museum shops. Annual 
m em berships range from $7.50 to $25. 
Old Sturbridge Village is “ a chance to show 
the kids a bit of history in a park like 
atm osphere, to look at millions of dollars 
worth of antiques or to do serious study/* 
according to Laurance S. Morrison, director 
of public information for the village. 
The village m akes a point of focusing on 
the everyday life of “ the man in the street” 
living fifty years following the Revolution. 
“ We are interested in all of the common 
things that were so taken for granted in

their time that there is no evidence of them 
today,” said Morrison. 
The heart of the village is the village 
common, a grassy meadow where one is 
likely to find a flock of sheep grazing or 
oxen tied to a post waiting for its owner to 
return from business in the village store. 
At one end of the common is the Quaker 
Meetinghouse (built in Bolton, Mass. in 17%) 
and at the other is the Village Tavern and 
the Towne House ‘ Charlton, M ass., 17%) 
with its orchard and garden. In between 
are the com m ercial houses so important to 
village life of that day, — Knight Store 
(Dum merston, Vt., 1838), McClellan Law 
Office (Woodstock. Conn., 17% >, and the bank 
(Thompson, Conn., 1835). 
The bank's distinctive Greek revival style 
architecture m akes the building stand out 
on the village green. It was a typical country 
bank in the town of Thompson, its vault 
m ade of granite blocks fitted together with 
iron pins. When it was closed in 1899 the 
building w as used to store town records 
and later becam e headquarters for Boy 
Scouts. The building w as acquired by Old 
Sturbridge Village in 1963, carefully dis­ 
mantled and moved to the site. Although 
Sturbridge is only seventeen m iles from 
Thompson, a forty-six mile route was taken 
to avoid congested areas, bridges and narrow 
roads. 
Another group of com m ercial establish­ 
ments and exhibit houses is located near the 
common There s the Thomas Printing Office 
(W orcester, M ass., 1780) featuring an all- 
m etal Smith Acorn printing press dating 
back to 1824. It is operated by Timothy 
M oriarty who has been an interpreter at 
the village for fourteen years. The type is 
set by hand and the press is inked for each 
copy printed. 
Nearby is the bake house, glass exhibit, 
pewter shop, an iron and gun exhibit, clock 
exhibit and the cabinet shop where crafts­ 
men reproduce a wide variety of antique 
furniture pieces depending on the m useum ’s 
needs. 
The biggest attraction in the rural segm ent 
of the village is the Pliny Freem an F arm 
with Freem an House (Sturbridge, M ass., 
1801), the Smokehouse (Goshen. Conn., 1825), 
Corn Barn, (North Scituate, K I. , 1810), 
and the Nash Cooper Shop (Waldoboro, 
Me., 1840). 
In the farm area there are dem onstrations 
of farm life during the period when fam ilies 
worked 50 to 150 acres of land, raised most 
of their own food, mowed hay to feed live­ 
stock during winter months, earned their 
income through surpluses of livestock and 
dairy products, and made money through 
sm all scale trades such as coopering 
Old Sturbridge Village cooper George W. 
Tidier m akes barrels, casks and wooden but­ 
ter churns using metal hoops m ade in the 
village’s blacksm ith shop To m ake a sim ple 
bucket requires about five hours of Fidler’s 
labor. 
At Freem an farm corn. oats, rye, potatoes 
and hay are grown along with an assort­ 
ment of kitchen vegetables Cows are milked 
each morning and evening «4 p m . ) and 
butter and cheese are frequently m ade 
here 
Every attem pt at authenticity is m ade 
both here and throughout the village. For 
instance, the village conducted experim ents 
on its livestock to reverse the genetic ad- 
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Recipes from the past 


Would you like to know the secrets of cooking an early American 
Thanksgiving meal? Here are a few of the recipes from early 
housekeeping books w hich are used at Old Sturbridge Village. 


STUFFING 
‘i f you wish to make plain stuffing, pound a cracker, or crumble 
some bread very fine, chop some raw salt pork very fine, sift some 
sage, (and summer-savory, or sweet-marjoram, if you have them 
in the house, and fancy them,! and mould them all together, 
seasoned with a little pepper An egg worked in makes the stuffing 
cut better; but it is not worth while when eggs are dear.” 
From “The American Frugal Housewife’ by Lydia Child. 1832. 


PLAIN APPLE PUDDING 
“ Make a batter with two eggs, a pint of milk, and three or hair 
spoonfuls of flour; pour it into a deep dish. and having pared six 
or eight small apples, place them whole in the batter and bake it 
in a stove or oven It will be done in an hour.” 
From "The Good Housekeeper' by Mrs S J. Hale IK iS 


MARLBOROUGH PUDDING 
‘ Pare, core and quarter six large ripe pippin apples Stew them 
in about a jill (• » cup) of water. When they are soft but not broken, 
take them out, drain them through a sieve, and mash them to a 
paste with the back of a spoon. Mix with them six large table-spoon­ 
fuls of sugar and a quarter of a pound of butter, and set them away 
to get cold Grate two milk biscuits or small sponge cakes or an 
equal quantity of stale bread, and grate also the yellow peel, and 
squeeze the juice of a large lemon. Beat six eggs light, and when 
the apple is cold, stir them gradually into it. adding the grated 
biscuit and the lemon Stir in a wine glass (4 tbsp.) of rose water 
and a grated nutmeg Put the mixture into a buttered dish or 
dishes, lay round the edge a border of puff paste, and bake it three 
quarters of an hour. Moderate oven, 350 degrees. When cold, grate 
white sugar over the top. and ornament it with slips of citron 
handsomely arranged.'

ROASTED TURKEY 
“It may be either stuffed with sausage meat, or stuffing the same 
as for fillet of veal. As this makes a large addition to the size of 
the bird, take care that the heat of the fire is constantly to that 
part, as it frequently happens that the breast is not sufficiently 
done. A strip of paper should be put on the bone to prevent its 
scorching, while the other parts are roasting. Baste well, and froth 
it up. Serve with gravy in the dish, and bread sauce in a sauce 
tureen A few bread crumbs and a beaten egg should be added to 
the stuffing of sausage meat. ”

vancements that have been made through 
breeding in the past 150 years. As a re­ 
sult the livestock on the Freeman Farm are 
very close to those that existed on the farm 
more than a century ago The sheep produce 
less than half the wool of a modern sheep, 
the cows give less milk and the pigs re 
semble reddish boars. 
Near the village millpond is another group 
of buildings centered around the village 
gristmill and sawmill Here are the shops 
of the village blacksmith, tinsmith and 
broommaker Demonstrations at the black 
smith shop are especially popular with 
visitors The blacksmith s forge heats metal 
reaching an average temperature of 1.400 
degrees and a maximum temperature of 
3,000 degrees. Bellows are used to increase 
the heat and a cooling trough filled with 
water is used to cool and harden the metal 
quickly. 
Other points of interest in the village are 
the school house <Candia, N.H., 1810), the 
Covered Bridge 'Dummerston. Vt >, the shoe 
shop and the pottery shop (Goshen. Conn,. 


1815). The shoemaker outfits the entire cast 
of costumed interpreters w ith footwear made 
in his shop The potter uses a foot operated 
wheel and clay dug near the village to pro­ 
duce between forty and fifty pots a day. 
Old Sturbridge Village has been around 
since the 1940s. It was originally a show 
place for antiques owned by brothers Albert 
and J. Cheney who bought the village’s 
200 acres. They began moving old buildings 
to the site and opened it to the public in 
1946. The village is now- operated by Old 
Sturbridge Inc., a nonprofit corporation. 
A thousand acres were acquired for the 
village in 1967 for the village’s newest pro 
ject, the recreation of a mill village with 
water powered sawmill, textile mill, and 
apple cider mill Here cotton cloth will be 
produced 
on 
primitive 
water-powered 
machines 
The mill village, which will open in about 
five to seven years, will deal with that period 
when our ancestors made the transition 
from farm to factory’ life at the beginning 
of the Industrial Revolution §

lf the chill in the air reminds you that 
Thanksgiving is fast approaching then pre­ 
pare your psyche as well as your appetite 
for this annual event by taking a drive out to 
Greenfield Village near Dearborn, Mich, to 
see how holiday meals were prepared in the 
good old days. 
During weekends in November village 
visitors can tour four historic houses and 
watch period meals being prepared, each 
authentic down to the aroma of herbs and 
spices mingling in the crisp autumn air. 
Each Friday, Saturday and Sunday the 
houses and the Village Bakery w ill be busy 
with the bustle of food preparation as it 
was practiced by our ancestors. 
In the 1650s Susquehanna House, a M ary­ 
land plantation home, visitors can watch an 
authentic meal of stuffing and roast turkey

being prepared in an open hearth. The tur­ 
key will be roasted in a tin reflector oven, a 
common colonial device for roasting game. 
The stuffing — called forcemeat — will be 
made from an authentic early recipe. 
Near Susquehanna House, at a smaller, 
simpler Massachusetts home, the 1640s 
Plympton House, a similar meal will be pre­ 
pared using food common in the Northern 
colonies. Several small fires in the fireplace 
allow small game birds to be roasted on a 
spit while stewed pumpkins and Indian pud­ 
ding are prepared at the same time. The 
tricks to open hearth cooking will be ex­ 
plained and demonstrated in both homes. 
The tantalizing smell of baking pies will 
be the first thing that greets visitors to the 
Ford Birthplace home. Using Farm er s 
Friends '9, a sturdy wood-burning stove, a 
village craftsperson will bake apple and 
pumpkin pies, creating puff paste crusts 
and luscious fillings using old time recipes. 
Appropriately, visitors to the Heinz House, 
early home and first factory of Henry J. 
Heinz, have an opportunity to watch pic­ 
calilli being made. Using a basic recipe, the 
piccalilli will combine green tomatoes, 
picked in the village and stored for use, w ith 
sweet red peppers, onions, cabbage and a 
number of spices to create the tangy condi­ 
ment.

A bestselling author ‘hates’ writing

Peter Tauber is a bright boy. 


That much I knew. I had just finished his 628 page first 
novel, “The Last Best Hope.” What I did not know is what to 
ask this thirty-year old ex-New York Times reporter turned 
night club comic, turned novelist, as we sat down to coffee in 
the dining room of the Whitehall Hotel just off Chicago's 
Michigan Avenue. 


“Mr. Tauber,” I ventured. “It’s obvious reading your book 
that you do what you do very well. I d be interested to know 
whether or not you enjoy it?” 


“I hate it,” came his immediate reply and a smile that told 
me I was going to enjoy this interv iew. 


“ I write a book because I want to engage my readers in a 
discussion. I want to raise questions. Make them think. Argue. 
Disagree. And that is an enormous privilege. 


“You must entertain an audience, fulfill its need for a good 
story, and nowadays that includes sex and violence. But 
that is not to say that I write for my audience. Writing is a 
communicative act for me. I'm writing to keep people reading. 


“It's painful because, if I have any gift to bring to this craft, 
I think I have a good ear for words — rhythm and sound. 
Something inside tells me when a paragraph isn't right 
and because of that, I can’t be careless. I can't do it offhand.” 


Whatever “The Last Best Hope” is, it certainly is not “off­ 
hand." A love story, allegory, Vietnam war story, and a re­ 
creation of America’s political tragedies of the late 1960s are 
skillfully woven in the book. 


Its characters move variously in the deserts of Arizona 
and the campus of Cornell University; in the jungles of Indo­ 
china, and Albert Einstein's New Jersey cottage; from the 
New Hampshire campaign trails to the Los Angeles hotel 
kitchen where Bobby Kennedy lies dying with bullets in his 
back. So many people, places and emotions that it is no sur­ 
prise Tauber spent five years writing the book. 


“ I started taking down notes of isolated scenes I'd see in a

movie or somewhere. ‘That's not the way it works,’ I'd tell 
myself. But it has value dramatically. 


“Originally, I had the shape of a love affair, a kind of el­ 


liptical thing. And I developed an idea that people's sense of 
well being, their hopes and despair, are tied very closely to 
how they feel about the world. 


“We were all, whether we were political activists or not, 
hostages to history during the last ten years. So much hap 
pened in that time between 1967 and 1970. All the promise 
of America w as in the balance,” he said. 


Tauber does not alibi for the book’s length: ‘Those years 
were so cram packed with events that to draw them out on a 
page, to give the characters dimension, this 628 pages) is 
what it took.” 


His characters move in a real world rather than against 
the kind of fantasy backdrop preferred by contemporary 
writers like Richard Brautigan, Donal Barthelme or Hurt 
Vonnegut because “ I have confidence as a writer in things I 
have seen, or can feel,” Tauber said. 


“ I can describe things I ve seen, excitingly, pungently. 
But I don't have a lot of confidence in my ability to depict 
Andromeda somew here in the Third Galaxy.” 


The success of “The Last Best Hope” has been arresting, 
Tauber acknow ledges. Its nomination as a Book-of-the-Month 
selection,-paperback rights, and now the prospect of a TV 
mini series have launched him onto the circuit of television 
talk shows, newspaper interviews and airport connections 
punctuated by strange hotel rooms. 


“ B's like being in a political campaign. You’re out there to 
bring the news to as many people as possible" Tauber said 
of his promotional efforts. “ If there is any kind of lie or de­ 
ceit, it’s not in w hat you're saying, but in the fact that you're 
purporting to say it fresh, for the first time, in each interview.” 


“The Last Best Hope” is, in its author’s w ords, “a love af­ 
fair gone sour.” A love affair between two people, a love af­ 
fair between a people and its political leaders, its science, 
and its sense of purpose. 


“America is a last best hope because if we can’t, or won’t 
help heal the world, then the question becomes: Is anybody 
else interested?”

THE LAST BEST HOPE by Peter Tauber 
(Harcourt Brace Jovanovich. $10.95).

Has it really been ten years since Lyndon 
Johnson reassured us there was light at the 
end of the gory tunnel that was the Vietnam 
War? 
“The Last Best Hope” by young author 
Peter Tauber reminds us. 
Or has the mere passage of time made 
sense out of the insane shooting of Robert 
Kennedy? Or secret, sinister government re­ 
search into germ warfare? 
And what are the legacies of black stu­ 
dent takeovers of university buildings, the 
Moon Wralk, or the slayings at Kent State? 
“The Last Best Hope” raises the ghost 
of those and other events of the late 1960s 
as a moving background for a melodramatic 
love story between a research biologist, 
Tyler Bowen, and Johanna, a woman bitter­ 
ly unhappy in her marriage to a govern­ 
ment “think tank” philosopher. 
“The Last Best Hope” is also a war story 
in which Tyler’s younger brother, Willie, 
is sent to fight, disappears and then re­ 
turns to fight again in the napalm-rich war 
in Vietnam. 
Tauber’s description of the battle scenes 
have a videotape realism. And when Willie 
is finally decorated as the accidental hero 
who rescues a U.S. general shot down on a 
mission to cover up his own costly bungling, 
it is an appropriate metaphor for that sophis­ 


tic war. 
The body counts, Medavac helicopters and 
the torture of Vietnam villagers in the name 
of democracy are sketched in literary water­ 
colors that have us asking, How could we 
ever have forgotten? 
In contrast to Willie's battle story, the 
wars that Tyler and Johanna fight are skir­ 
mishes of the mind. When Tyler finally 
leaves the government germ warefare re­ 
search center where he has been helping 
to cover up “the world's biggest secret,” 
he plunges into politics, first as a toot soldier 
in Eugene McCarthy’s children’s army, and 
then as a convert to the Robert Kennedy 
campaign. 
With him is Johanna who, as a Tucson 
reporter prying into “the world's biggest 
secret,” first met and loved Tyler. 
But the love between Tyler and Johanna, 
like the campaigns of McCarthy and Kennedy, 
flowers only to die. There are poignant 
memories, but the dominant mood is of 
promises unfulfilled. 
“The Last Best Hope” are words Abraham 
Lincoln used to describe America’s promise 
to the world. 
But the words take on multiple meanings 
in the engrossing story Tauber unfolds. 
Tauber has tackled an enormous subject 
and it is remarkable that he has succeeded 
as well as he has. The book is carefully 
written with humor and irony used to break 
what might otherwise be the tedium of a 
melodramatic love story. 
The historical events are carefully sketched 
so that the characters’ involvement with 
them is plausible. 
“The Last Best Hope” w ill be remembered 
as a story about the 1960s. And as such, it 
says something to each of us who lived 
through those days in which our hope was 
rattled to the depth of its foundation. 


Bright and witty 
anecdotes from 
America’s past 


THE REST OF HIE STORY by Paul Aurandt 
(Doubleday, $7.95).

Paul Harvey may be right w hen he claims 
to have invented the only pure American form 
of writing, rooted in the heartland and not 
in the rich literary soil of Europe. 
It was in 1956 when the radio news com­ 
mentator first spun his little known tales be­ 
hind American historical events and person­ 
alities in a book titled “The Rest of the 
Story.” 
The business sense (rf Harvey’s wife, Lynne, 
transformed the book’s several page-long 
stories into weeknight radio broadcasts, ded­ 
icated to the country’s Bicentennial cele­ 
bration. 
The brouhaha over those 200 years of in­ 
dependence have since passed, but Harvey's 
entertaining, back-door approach to his­ 
torical record continues not only on the ABC 
network radio but in a second volume of 
“The Rest of the Story” authored by Har­ 
vey's son, Paul Aurandt. 
If you want to know the story behind the 
Harvey trio, the epilogue of his new book 
tells all in much the same manner that 
Aurandt masterfully captures his father’s 
storytelling style to afford a pleasantly sur­ 
prising look at the likes of W. C. Fields, 
Jimmy Carter, Mark Twain, Stevie Wonder, 
Agatha Christie and the list goes on and on. 
• The book marks the writing debut of 


Aurandt who says he is a concert pianist 
and composer first and foremost but who is 
helplessly taken by the Harvey power of 
words and blessed w ith the Harvey w it. 
Each of the book’s eighty-one tales, which 
don't continue for more than three pages 
each, is a delight. Like a homemade choco­ 
late that contains a sweet, red cherry in 
candied syrup, one goes at each story w ith 
the anticipation of final surprise. 
Quickly and skillfully the stage is set. The 
story opens with a character of unfamiliar 
name whom we find in an unassuming situa­ 
tion. One thing leads to another and before 
you know it the final paragraph pops out at 
the reader with the stunning truth of the mat­ 
ter. 
If the reader is true to himself by refus­ 
ing to peek at the final paragraph before 
beginning each tale, he w ill be jolted by each 
ending. 
The opening tale describes the work of a 
post-Civil War corner druggist, experiment­ 
ing with all sorts of liquid concoctions to 
find a cure for hangovers and headaches. 
A pha rmacist friend of his takes to mixing 
the dark syrup he invents with carbonated 
water and Dr. Pemberton's pick-me-up be­ 
comes the highly regarded drink we’ve come 
to know as Coca Cola. 
The treasure matter-of-factly revealed in 
these anecdotes makes for some very in­ 
teresting conversation at parties. 
But, most of all, “The Rest of the Story” 
is fun. The thought of the searching that 
must have gone into dredging up each of the 
folk tales is mind boggling, but the short 
narratives are easy to swallow. 
The stories generally will not be found in 
history books. Instead they range from 
anecdotes on the making of Humphrey 
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Tolkien becomes a historian with ‘Silmarillion’ 


THE SILMARILLION by J R R. Tolkien, 
edited by Christopher Tolkien (Houghton 
Mifflin, $10.95).

J. R. R. Tolkien's work is so far above 
ordinary criticism that any reviewer must 
approach the task with awe. As the con­ 
tinuing success of “The I>ord of the Rings.” 
Tolkien's epic story of the end of the Third 
Age of Middle Earth, attests. Tolkien ranks 
w ith such all-time masters as Dante and Mil­ 
ton in his depiction of the forces of good and 
evil that shape the universe. 


During his lifetime. Tolkien worked off and 
on on “The Silmarillion" and the companion 
works in this newest volume. The beginning 
of the work pre-dates his authorship of “Lord 
of the Rings” and continued until his death. 
A linguist and scholar of mythology\ Tolkien’s 
goal w as to create his ow n body of mythology 
along w ith the world from which it sprung. 


Tolkien’s son Christopher has worked to 
put the present book into final form. drawing 
on the nearly endless versions of Tolkien's 
myths. In his preface he explains that the 
tone of the stories is not always consistent, 
that his father did several versions of his 
myths and never was able to pull the work to­ 
gether. In his tditing. he says, he developed 
a compendium 'which draws on much earlier 
work. 


Thus anyone who approaches the “Sil­ 
marillion’' with the expectation that this 
work will be another “Lord of the Rings” 
is bound to be as disappointed, just as the 
readers of Tolkien's first published work. 
“The Hobbit,” were if they expected in the 
trilogy another delightful, simple children's 
story. 


In “The Lord of the Rings,” Tolkien was 
functioning chiefly as story-teller. His char­ 
acters. Gandalf, Frodo and Aragorn, are 
complete persons. Specific locations are 
crucial and the descriptions transport the 
reader w holly into Tolkien's Middle Earth. 


The “Silmarillion” and its accompanying 
works — the Ainulindale, Valaquenta and 
Akallabeth — are different in tone and pur­ 
pose. Here we see Tolkien as “ historian” 
for his mythology, not as storyteller. These 
W’orks draw on narratives that must be as 
rich and detailed as the “Lord of the Rings,” 
but do not. generally, have much richness of 
detail. Only in a few places, notably the 
story of Beren and Luthien, the man and 
elf-maid who love each other, are fully 
rounded characters developed in any story­ 
telling sense. 


In addition, there are no hobbits in this 
work, except for one passing reference at 
the end to “Frodo the Raining.” These tales 
deal entirely with the Elves and the grand, 


noble men w ho first walked on Middle Earth. 
There are times, particularly when the elves 
are locked in terrible struggle with one 
another because of pride and anger, when a 
reader longs for some good hobbit-sense to 
intrude into the proceedings. 


There are places, particularly in the cen­ 
ter of the “Silmarillion" proper, when the 
narrative drags needlessly and becomes re- 
petative. Perhaps editor Tolkien, rather 
than author Tolkien, should be blamed for 
that. In places the work shows signs of hav­ 
ing been treated with too much respect by 
its compilers. 


However, all the faults cannot obscure 
Tolkien's magnificent moral sensibility. In 
his world, where elves are real and im­ 
mortal — except when slain in battle or 
withering away from grief — where the 
Valar. whom “men have often called . . . 
gods,” work to fulfill the vision and will be 
the One God, Eru, good and evil are distinct 
forces. 
The genius of Tolkien's work — both in 
“ Lord of the Rings" and here — is that he 
depicts evil as unfailingly horrible. Unlike 
some authors, including Milton, w hose Satan 
in “Paradise Lost" is too heroic to be wholly 
despised. Tolkien portrays the results of evil 
as inevitably horrible because of its own 
very nature, not because of any outside 
“ punishing” force. 


Fans of Tolkien will doubtless find their 
own favorite parts of the “Silmarillion.” It 
may be the legend of Beren and Luthien, or 
the account, in the beginning of the Music 
of the Ainur that resulted in the creation 
of the world. My own favorite is the account 
of the battle between Melkor, the first dark 
lord whom Sauron served, and Ungoliant, 
the hideous spider who weaves webs of Un­ 
light over the silmarils. In that story, Tolkien’s 
narrative power and moral world-view are 
at their peak. 


The question remains whether any reader, 
not familiar with “The Lord of the Rings,” 
can find anything to appreciate in the “Sil­ 
marillion.” The book may in fact serve to 
drive some directly to Tolkien’s earlier work, 
but its tone, w hich will strike the uninitiated 
as both odd and stuffy, may prove an in­ 
surmountable barrier to others. 
For those already convinced of Tolkien’s 
genius, however, the work, however flawed, 
must be welcomed. And more welcome still 
is Christopher Tolkien’s statement at the 
end of the preface that “there is indeed a 
wealth of unpublished writing by my father 
concerning the Three Ages, narrative, lin­ 
guistic. historical and philosophical, and I 
hope it will prove possible to publish some 
of this at a later date.” 


In short, there s more Tolkien to come. 
And that is good news. 


Reader searches 
for characters in 
Rossner’s story 


ATTACHMENTS by Judith Rossner (Simon 
and Schuster. $9.95).

Judith Rossner's new book, “Attach­ 
ments,” is about love and the ties that bind. 
Unfortunately, there are so many emotions 
with loose ends that it’s hard to come away 
from the novel w ithout being confused. 
Die story line, broken dow n into its simplest 
form, begins w ith Nadine, w hom we meet in 
her teens and w ho is fascinated by Siamese 
tw ins. Amos and Eddie, who are joined by a 
bridge of liver. She collects newspaper clip­ 
pings and magazine stores about the two and 
deluges her best friend, Dianne, with her 
twins’ “ facts on file.” 
Eventually, she convinces Dianne that they 
should m arry the twins, and from there the 
novel takes off into the problems with life 
as a quartet. Nadine, who is married to Amos, 
believes that it is Eddie she really loves 
and who is the nicer twin. Dianne, after 
bearing her first child by Eddie, decides that 
married life is not for her and goes off to pur­ 
sue her law career, leaving Nadine to care 
for the family. 
Life at their New Hampshire farm is un­ 
eventful to say the least — as any descrip­ 
tion of the average family would be on paper 
without the interpretation that gives it life. 
Rossner’s description lacks that, and her at­ 
tempts at soft porn describing their sexual 
episodes are embarrassingly bad. 
The tale continues with the family eventu­ 
ally becoming definite pairs when the twins 
are separated surgically. But Nadine finds no 
greater happiness in the new’ situation. Be­ 
fore finally winding to a close, the novel 
goes through the trials of having a run away 
daughter who may be experimenting with 
drugs, strained relations among the m ar­ 
riage partners and the final break-up of the 
family. 
All through the novel, Nadine searches for 
love, believing that her attachments to peo­ 
ple w ill bring the security she lacked during 
her childhood. 
The reader searches for something to

grasp, for some real development of the 
characters, for some feeling. There is none. 
The Nadine on page 392 is the same super­ 
ficial person we meet on page I, and we know 
really nothing more about the twins than 
their physical characteristics. Straining to 
find more depth to the story is fruitless. 
The writing is jumpy and staccato and adds 
no pleasure to the reading. 
As with her bestseller, “Looking for Mr. 
Goodbar” — w hich was released this month 
as a movie starring Diane Keaton — Rossner 
got the idea for the book from reading a 
newspaper story about Siamese twins who 
had reached adolescence joined and eventu­ 
ally married. Later the family broke up be­ 
cause the women could not get along. 
Rossner said she started from that basis 
and wrote the novel primarily to evaluate 
the women’s roles in the relationship. 
However, instead of getting some insight 
into the women’s true feelings, the novel 
remains superficial — probably as super­ 
ficial as the news story — and the reader 
is left wondering about its purpose. 
If Rossner meant the novel as soft porn, 
she failed. If she meant it to be a psychological 
study of a woman’s need to be “attached,” 
she failed, too And if she meant the novel to 
be a feminist statement on the need to es­ 
tablish identity, she failed miserably.

No. not another book on selling. It seems 
like everyone and his brother has written 
something about selling.

No book can teach you how to be 
a salesman, it can only give tips on how to be 
a better salesman, they say. And that they 
do with a comical vegeance. 
“You have to promise us a little something 
too. Namely that you will never again look 
at the clock to see when you get off work. 
You must be willing to work IOO hours a w eek 
or more if you really want to make $100,000 
per year. You must be creative,” they write.

A SAND COUNTY ALMANAC ILLUSTRA­ 
TED by Aldo Leopold with photography by 
Tom Algire (Tamarack Press, distribution 
by Oxford University Press; $19.95 to Dec. 
31, $25 thereafter).

Surely someday the Dewar’s people will 
profile me in an ad. When they ask about 
my most memorable book, I'll quickly say 
“ A Sand County Almanac” by Aldo Leopold. 
And I will have no second thoughts. 
Unfortunately I did not read "Sand County” 
until last summer, when I borrowed it from 
the library. A few weeks later I spent $10 
tm my very own clothbound copy. Then I 
leisurely underlined my favorite passages, 
to which I return and return. 
Those who know and love the wilderness 
(what is left of it, anyway) most likely al­ 
ready know and love Leopold and his ‘‘Sand 
County.” For those who know little about 
what lies beyond neon and asphalt, let ‘‘Sand 
County” be described as no less than a new 
testament to an old earth. 
“ Sand County” is a year’s chronicle of 
life — human and otherwise — on Leopold’s 
farm and nature refuge in Adams County, 
Wis. Crop-minded farmers had viewed the 
county’s sandy soil as wasteland, and went 
after richer soil elsewhere. But to naturalist 
Leopold, the sandy soil was anything but 
wasteland. It and all land was the source of 
infinite life and beauty, far more than a com­ 
modity to be exploited by modern civiliza­ 
tion. Indeed, land was and is a sacred “ com-- 
munity” to which all men and all animals 
and all plants naturally belong, and which 


all men are obliged to love and respect. 
Of course Leopold explains his thesis much 
better than can I or anyone else. His eloquence 
is credited by those who view “Sand County’* 
as a modern classic. Fortunately Leopold 
. completed this ‘‘last statement of his uncom­ 
promising philosophy” before his death in 
1948; the book was published posthumously. 
Nearly 30 years have passed, and now 
another edition of ‘‘Sand County” has been 
published — just in time for holiday gift-giv­ 
ing. “ A Sand County Almanac Illustrated” 
is an oversize volume for coffee tables, and 
is as richly illustrated as written. 
Photographer Tom Algire was only a lad 
when Leopold put thought to paper. Now 33, 
Algire lives in rural Forest County, Wis. His 
photographs have appeared on Sierra Club 
calendars among other publications and now 
more than five dozen full-color photographs 
by Algire illustrate I^opold’s prose. 
Captured by Algire’s lenses are Leopold's 
old shack, the Wisconsin River at sunset 
and in autumn, red pines silhouetted against 
the blue sky, a gaggle of geese heading 
south, turtle tracks in the glistening sand, 
a juxtaposition of snow' and ice and sand, an 
American elm coated with hoarfrost. . . and 
more, much more. 
Unfortunately, the book’s price tag is aw­ 
fully steep. My own $10 edition included 
three other well-developed Leopold essays, 
which are absent from this volume. The dual 
pricing (one price before the gift season, 
another afterward) seems only a gimmick. 
Although, such pricing has become common­ 
place at this time of year, something tells 
me Aldo Leopold would have spurned it. 
And yet the book buyer does receive Leo­ 
pold's timely and timeless prose, which is 
more than adequately illustrated by Algire. 
And surely this can be a gift much appreciated 
by anyone with an interest in conservation. 
And come to think of it, I really wouldn’t 
sell my ow n unillustrated $10 volume for a 
paltry $25. 


A century of 
Big IO statistics 
bog down reader 


BIG TEN FOOTBALL by Mervin D. Hyman 
and Gordon S. White Jr. (Macmillan, $12.96).

Many books about sports provide little 
more than a sketchy synopsis of the sub­ 
ject, with a superficial handling of the de­ 
tails surrounding it. On the other side, some 
sports-minded authors give so much detail 
that the books become reference material 
without any meaningful analysis of the 
subject. 
In “ Big Ten Football,” authors Mervin D. 
Hyman and Gordon S. White Jr., somehow 
seem to combine both shortcomings. 
The reason behind this two-sided problem 
seems to be in the editing of the book. W’eak 
transitions from subject to subject often give 
the work a tone of sketchiness when the 
writing jumps from decade to decade with a 
small amount of linkage (if any) in between. 
At other times, the authors provide a bar­ 
rage of names and numbers as the writing 
gets bogged down almost to the point of 
reading a statistical pamphlet. When this 
happens, the surrounding words seem like 
nothing more than articles needed to com­ 
plete a sentence. 
Hyman and White had trouble finding a 
comfortable way to log a near century of 
football. At times, it appears that the authors 
have taken the route of chronology. But 
then they jump to the pattern of placing a 
different subject in each chapter for the last 
200-plus pages of the book. 
The opening chapter deals with the most 
recent Rose Bowl games when the Big Ten 
has been plagued by conservative offensive 


efforts against the more pass-oriented Pac-8 
teams. It becomes a formal complaint regis­ 
tered against the Big Ten, which sours the 
reader with negative tones right from the 
start. 
That is quite an unfortunate way to open a 
book that follow's with all sorts of praise 
for the Big Ten, even to the point where 
the book ends with a flowing editorial of 
the conference’s lasting values. The book 
ends w ith the line, “ One way or another, the 
Big Ten will live on!” It is surely enough 
to make any cheerleader respect the effort. 
The problem of the first chapter illustrates 
the shortcoming with editing as many of the 
events are repeated in a later chapter deal­ 
ing with the big games of this decade. 
Weak transitions confuse the reader further. 
For example. Chapter Four covers the growl!** 
of the conference. In one paragraph, the sub­ 
ject is the admittance of Indiana and Iowa 
in 1899. Two paragraphs later, the authors 
have quickly moved into 1949, when Michi­ 
gan State entered the Big Ten. 
There is no explanation for the big gaps 
that lie between the events, and in many 
spots the weakness leaves the reader with 
the same questions. 
But the book is not entirely bad. In fact, 
it is probably more than ample for the avid 
college football follower. The last eighteen 
chapters focus on key players and coaches 
who have left their mark on the nostalgic 
tradition of the Big Ten. 
These chapters provide a little bit of in­ 
sight into the men who are remembered 
best for their efforts in the conference. The 
subjects move from Chicago’s Amos Alonzo 
Stagg to Northwestern’s Otto Graham. 
Also, the two picture sections are well- 
done, providing a variety of great faces from 
the past and present. 
But a book that includes such worn-out 
lines as “So the stage was set.” and “ He had 
his bell rung.” is sure to have some weak­ 
nesses. 


Beulah Land ll: 
an action-packed 
saga of the South 


LOOK AW A Y, BEULAH LA N D by Lonnie 
Coleman (Doubleday, $10.95).

It is 1864 and Sarah Kendrick, mistress 
of Beulah Land, is struggling to hold onto a 
lifestyle made obsolete by the Civil War. She 
watches as Sherman’s Army descends on the 
South, burning and destroying everything in 
its path. Her family and friends are deci­ 
mated by sickness and war yet she fights 
on to save the land that has been in her fam­ 
ily for more than a hundred years. 
The saga of the Kindrick family is told 
in “ Look Away, Beulah Land,” a novel by 
Lonnie Coleman. A sequel to Coleman’s 
novel “ Beulah Land,” it continues the tale 
of the Kendricks from the last years of the 
Civil War through Reconstruction. 
Readers of the first novel w ill need no in­ 
troduction to most of the characters in “ Look 
Away, Beulah Land.” They may be older and 
wiser but they still stir with the underlying 
passions introduced in the first book. 
The central figure is Sarah Kendrick, 
mistress of the plantation. A strong, iron- 
willed woman, she is the cement that holds 
together the Kendricks and their close re­ 
latives, the Davis family. Now in her fifties, 
Sarah has lost some of the w ildness of her 
youth. Yet, old memories are constantly re­ 
awakened by the appearance of old beaus 
and other figures from the past. 
Sarah is the matriarch of a family which 
includes her grandsom, Benjamin Davis, 
master of the Oaks; Daniel Todd, a Union 
deserter who seeks shelter at Beulah Land; 
and Floyd Kendrick, a free black man whose 
life is closely entwined with Sarah’s and 
Beulah Land. Together, they fight not only 
the Union Army but the carpetbaggers who 
would destroy any vestige of the life they 
once knew. 
As in the first novel, the family’s arch 
enemy is Junior Elk, a free black man who 
is carrying on his family’s tradition of hatred 
against the white Kendricks. He teams with 
unscrupulous members of the occupation 
forces in an attempt to drive the Kendrick’s 
and Davises from their land. Through mur­ 
der, arson and legal maneuvers, he nearly 
succeeds. 
The relationships in the book can be over­ 
whelming, although Coleman thoughtfully 
explains long lost family ties for those who 
have not read his first novel. Several of 
the main characters, both black and white, 
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have shared common parents, children, 
grandparents or lovers. The situation is 
further confused by the number of couples 
married to cover the indiscretions of either 
the husband or wife. 
To make up for the complicated personal 
relationships, Coleman has kept the action 
simple and clean. The plot focuses on the 
battle of the decent, clean living family 
against the forces of evil. Subjected to mur­ 
der, rape and hard times, they manage to 
emerge victorious against all odds. 
As in all good morality plays, the bad 
guys get their just desserts, whether it’s 
the murderous Junior Elk or Sarah’s social 
climbing niece. And in the end, all live hap­ 
pily ever after or at least until “ Beulah 
Land, part III” is written. 
“ Look Away, Beulah Land” is for readers 
looking for a moderately long, action packed 
book to fill the days. While it may not be a 
faithful reproduction of the post-Civil War 
South, the novel does give a taste of the era.

LITTLE MAN LITTLE MAN: A STORY OF 
CHILDHOOD by Jam es Baldwin and Yoran 
Cazac (Dial, $6.95).

Blinky is an eight-year-old tomboy who 
wears thick glasses bought for her by some 
white folks at school. WT never stops his 
funky dancing on the sidewalk even though 
his brown skin shows through the bottom of 
one sneaker. TJ is the littlest kid on the 
block, but he wants to be a bigger star than 
Hank Aaron one of these days. 
These are only three of the believable and 
lovable, knee-high characters in “Little Man, 
Little Man.” a children’s story which por­ 
trays ghetto life through the eyes of a child. 
Author Jam es Baldwin was born and reared 
in New' York City’s Harlem, so it is no sur­ 
prise that he writes so vividly and sensitive­ 
ly in his latest literary effort. 
It is above all a children’s book, but older 
readers should not be fooled by the story’s 
shortness and simplicity. “Little Man’’ can 
be read and enjoyed by adults for its mas­ 
terful prose and striking symbolisms. 
The story brings back the dreams and 
aspirations of childhood. Only a great novelist 
like Baldw in could make a four year-old boy’s 
trip to the corner store seem like the trails 
and adventures of Odysseus. 
There are unforgettable images: Miss 
Beanpole is a strange, sad woman, as old as 
time, who sits all day at her window and 
stares onto the street below. She never leaves 
her station, and the weight of her presence 
seems to press like the infinite hopeless­ 
ness of being black and trapped in the ghetto. 
The story is permeated with frustration 
and with lonliness, but weeping turns into 
laughter as fast as the changing emotions

The lights on Broadway don’t always shine 
with star-studded success stories. In fact, 
more often than not, Broadway stages are 
the sites of one-night stands and short­ 
lived productions. 
But, if Broadway is a place of many 
failures, it is also a place filled with the 
hopes and dreams of hundreds of would- 
be success stories from stars to script 
writers. And maybe nobody knows the ups 
and downs and joys and frustrations of the 
business better than the Broadway press 
agent. 
Harvey Sabinson is one of the more suc­ 
cessful veterans of the Broadway press 
agent crew and in his book “Darling. You 
Were Wonderful,” he gives us an inside 
look at the sometimes crazy world of the 
Broadw ay stage. 
Sabinson is an enjoyable author and his 
book is filled with anecdotes and inside 
trade secrets which keep the pace of read­ 
ing interesting. 
He tells us how he broke into the business 
after World War ll and quickly highlights 
some of his early triumphs, including his 
work on the very successful “Finian’s 
Rainbow.” 
He carefully drops as many ‘‘big” names 
as he can throughout the book but if you're 
looking for inside gossip on the lives of 
Broadway's stars, you won t find it here. 
Sabinson, instead, concentrates on pre­ 


senting a picture of what a press agent’s life 
is really like. Thus we learn what it’s like 
to deal with New York critics, who can 
make or break a play with their reviews, 
producers who think each of their new 
offerings is destined to become a classic, 
and actors who can be both angels and 
devils to w ork w ith. 
Sabinson is an engaging writer and the 
reader genuinely feels the author is talking 
to him honestly and forthrightly. He tells 
us. for example, of the time producer David 
Merrick developed a scheme to trick New 
York critics by inviting people with the 
same names as the critics to preview’ a 
play, get their comments and run the re­ 
marks in an ad. 
And the story of how two highly successful 
television comediennes, Lucille Ball and 
Carol Burnett, never found their places on 
the Broadway stage. 
The book’s failing comes in the abrupt 
conclusion w hich offers no summary on the 
overall press agent’s life and in the some­ 
times overly done parenthetical remarks 
Sabinson includes throughout. 
But if you’re into the world of show business, 
the book is pleasant, light reading.

When Mrs. Gubbins has her portrait taken 
she sits unruffled for the camera for at 
least 45 seconds, and then starts to pass 
opinions about photographers, cameras, the 
weather and the sad state of cat food.

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Fridel I capitalizes 
on his forgettable face

Quick, tune in the new “ Rosetti & Ryan*’ 
television show for two reasons — first it may 
not be on much longer and, two, to test your­ 
self on whether you recognize Squire Fridell 
who plays Ryan. 
In the past six years Fridell has appeared 
in more than 200 TV commercials. 55 of them 
in the past year, which may be a world’s 
record. 
Fridell has capitalized on the fact that his 
face, which has the requisite number of eyes, 
ears, nose and mouth, ranks among the most 
forgettable on the tube. 
His unmemorable kisser, in fact, is the key 
to his success. 
Fridell is the sort of guy who could rob a 
bank in view of a thousand witnesses and 
never be identified in a police lineup His eyes 
and hair are nondescript. His nose is just a 
nose. 
A composite of his features would resemble 
those of the guy behind the drug counter, the 
man ahead of you in line at the race track or a 
waiter in your favorite restaurant. 
“ I have a non recognizable, nebbish face,” 
Fridell said, obviously aware that he blends 
in with the crowd. 
“ That’s one of the reasons I ’ve done so 
many commercials. Viewers remember the 
product, not the guy who’s selling it. The 
sponsors love me for that. 
“ Let me put it this way: There are 35,000 


members of the Screen Actors Guild. Only 
1,000 of them earn more than $20,000 a year. 
And of all those actors I ’m the only one the 
public doesn’t recognize. 
“ Viewers have seen me at least once a night 
on prime time and haven’t know n it. 
“ A perfect example happened to me the 
other day. I was on the cover of TV Guide 
magazine. I went to the checkout counter of a 
store and bought four of them. The lady at the 
cash register said, You must watch TV a lot.’ 
“ There I was. smiling at her from the cover 
hour after hour and she didn t know me from 
any of the other customers. 
“ Sometimes I feel like the invisible man.” 
Fridell has been married two months and 
lives with the uneasy feeling that has bride, 
fearful of allowing strangers in the house, 
may not open the front door when he comes 
home at night. 
“ A guy could develop a hang up about a sit­ 
uation like this,” Fridell said, grinning. “ When 
we were married the minister looked at me 
in the middle of the ceremony and asked, ‘Do 
you, er, urn, take this woman to be your law­ 
fully wedded wife’? ” 
Fridell lives in dread of not recognizing the 
face he shaves in the mirror every morning 
So far, however, he has had no real problem 
identifying his own visage. 
When commercial producers select an ac­ 
tor they call prospects into an austere office 
for a read through Unlike TV' and movie pro­ 


ducers, they aren’t looking for memorable 
faces. 
“ You have only about four mintues to dazzle 
the sponsor, director and ad agency guy,” 
Fridell said. 
“ I guess I must have some kind of mystique. 
It has a lot to do with energy, spontaneity 
and quick thinking. 
“ When I do a commercial I analyze what 
I'm doing and think bland, which is not the in­ 
telligent thing to pursue in films and television 
“ As Ryan in the series I have more oppor­ 
tunity to let myself out. Even so. I have a nat­ 
ural instinct to shut myself off after 30 seconds, 
which is the length of most of my com­ 
mercials.” 
Intelligence, in addition to invisibility, is 
Fridell’s long suit. He is a teacher with a 
master’s degree from Occidental (Calif.) Col­ 
lege. For a time he taught theater arts at 
three Southern California colleges simultane­ 
ously. 
He drifted into commercials a half dozen 
years ago and has pitched for a variety of 
products, including coffee, beer, automobiles, 
detergents, breakfast foods and airlines. 
“ Nothing in TV or movies is technically bet­ 
ter than a commercial,” he said “ We spend 
13 hours a day perfecting 30 seconds on film. 
Sometimes there are virtually hundreds of re­ 
takes. In our TV series we seldom do more 
than three 
“ Once we spent five days on a 60-second 
commercial for Honda automobiles. It cost 


$150,000 and was seen on the air only four 
times. 
“ You have to be careful not to get carried 
away. On one beer commercial I put away 
three six - packs and got bombed.” 
Fridell, who hasn’t made a commercial 
since “ Rosetti & Ryan’’ began shooting, is in 
danger of being forgotten by the men who hire 
him to huckster. They just can't seem to place 
his face. 
“ A lot of actors look down on commercial 
work,’’ Fridell said. “ But it’s definitely a 
craft. There are no schools or classes to pre­ 
pare you for this highly specialized acting. 
“ Personally, I can't say anything derogatory 
about commercials. They’ve bought me a 
house on the ocean, a Ferrari and a lot of se­ 
curity.” 
Not to mention boundless anonymity.
